Conditions along the Arizona border are reported as quiet but apprehen- 
sion exists at Douglas regarding the presence of a large body of rebels 
south of Agua Prieta, a battle having taken place at Fronteras, about thirty 
miles south of Agua Prieta, No report received as to the autcome of the 
engagement. Another large body of rebels is reported at Colonia Morelos, 
about fifty mikes south of Agua Prieta; estimated at about fos thousand. In 
this connection, refugees from that section are still coming to the United

In connection with the revolutionary situation along the Border, this 
office is in réceipt of its first report from Inspector }foss, detailed to 
Presidio under date of the 14th, in which he states that he found conditions ex 
tremely chaotic at Ojinaga and vicinity on his arrival, it being estimated that 
approximately 1,000 persons had taken refuge in Presidio from Ojinaga, San 
rrancisco and vicinity; that the town of Ojinaga was attacked by the Federal | 
forces at 10.30 that morning, brisk fighting going on during that day and night; 
that during the progress of the attack many non-combatants were forced to cross 
the river, and it is believed that a number were drowned, as the river at that 
time was running at flood. In this connection many of the refugees in Presidio 
are destitute and being assisted by the people at that point. The Mexican 
Consul, who has arrived from Marfa, has assured Inspector Moss that he would see 
to it that none of the refugees suffered from hunger. At 7 p.m. of the 14th 
Pascual Orosco, Sr., father of General Orosco, together with eight rebel of- 
ficers, retreated to the American side and were captured by |!. 5. troops, it 
being reported that General Orosco, together with 400 of his followers, suc- 
ceeded in evading the Federal cordon, effecting their escape to San Francisco, a 
settlement west of Ojinaga. 

Inder date of the 16th inst. Inspector Mo orts the subsidence of 
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the excitement incident to the attack, the Federals having reoccupied Ojinaga 
on. the moming of the 15th; that a mumber of refugees have Wiieaied to their 
homes in Mexico, and it is expected that the rest will follow as soon as their 
homes can be made habitable, the same having been wrecked and looted by the 
rebel forces, It might be stated that all the storesin Ojinaga were looted 
and burnt, and the town completely sacked. Even the Catholic Church did not 
escape vandalism. The rebel prisoners referred to in the preceding paragraph 
will be taken to Marfa for hearing before the U. S. Commissioner at that place. 

- Douglas reports under date of the 17th inst. that the town of El Tigre 
was taken by the revolutionists on the 16th, who, after looting the tom and 
taking $20 ,000 worth of gold bullion; retreated. It is reported they contemplat 
and immediate attack upon Nacozari. Im this connection, about 15 automobiles 
have left Douglas for the purpose of conveying American women and children from 
Nacozari.

tion, I desire to ctate that pouglas ‘wants under date of the llth inst. that 

all of the remaining bridges of the Nacozari Railroad between Douglas and 
| Fronteras, 27 in all, were destroyed by the rebel forees under date of the 
10th inst.; that practically all of the residents of rp Prieta, the town op- 
posite Douglas, have fled, panic stricken, to Douglas as refugees. Up to the 
present time no Chinese have applied to our Service at that point for prdection. 
Should they €o so the usual courtesies will of course be extenced to them, as in 
the srk. 

- The Mexiean troops, composed of nearly one thousand Yaqui and Maya 
Indians, who proceeded in transit from Juarez to Agua Prieta, via the port of 
Douglas, have arrived at their destination, and under date of the 13th Douglas 
reports that on the night of the 12th the rebel forces advanced on Agua Prieta, 
posting themselves within two miles of the town and driving the skirmish lines 
of the Federal forces back into the town. , The rebels deployed their artillery 


and for a while conditions were most ecute. However, the commanding officer of

With the shifting of the scene of active revolutionary disturbancesfrom 
the State of Chihuahua to the State of Sonora, this office deems it expedient 
to resume the submission of bulletins to the Bureau concerning the events 
incident to this movement in Sonora as it affects immigration in Arizona. © With 
this in view the inspectors in charge at Douglas, Naco and Nogales have been 
instructed to submit daily reports in line with the above. 


Under date of September 11 conditions are reported as quiet at Nogales. 


_ However, the town of Santa Cruz, situated on the Cananea railroad about six 


miles south of Lochiel, Arizona, was occupied by a band of rebels on August 
Slst, the inhabitants proceeding in haste across the line to Washington Camp 
and Duquesne, Arizona, whereupon Dr. Gustetter, Acting Assistent Public Health 
and Marine Hospitel Surgeon at Nogales, proceeded those points to make a quar 


antine inspection of the aliens, and reported that approximately 175 aliens were 


examined, 25 of whom were afflicted with suppurative conjunctivitis. Subsequent- 


ly, the town of Santa Cruz was evacuated by the rebels, and several of the 
families at Washington Camp returned to their homes, and the balance are ex- 
pected to return within the next few days. 
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Under gate of the Oth inst, the inspector im charge at Douglas reported 
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§012/92 | | -2 
that the Mexican port opposite Douglas was in imminent danger of attack by a 
large foree of rebels, who were reported advancing on Agua Prieta with but few 
Federal soldiers to defend the town. In this connection, special report made 
to the Bure yesterday, numbered as above, will indicate that steps have been 
taken to strengthen the garrison at Agua Prieta by the passing in transit from 
Juarez to that point of about 900 troops, composed of Yaqui and Maya Indians. 
This office has learned that these troops arrived safely in Agua Prieta, to- 
gether with accoutrements, munitions and stock, making the garrison at that 
point now in excess of 1,000, therefore stronger than the rebel forces, who are 
alleged to be numbered about 800. - Considerable influx of refugees have arrived 
in Douglas for protection. The bridges of the Nacozari railroad have been de- 
stroyed between Fronteras and Nacozari, and large bands of revolutionists re- 
ported near those two points, it being estimated that about 1500 rebels are in 
that vicinity. In this connection, subsequent movements have demonstrated a 
concentration by these bands, which have since appeared in force a short dis- 
tence south of Agua Prieta. 

Naco reports that on September 8 the Naco-Canmanca train was intercepted 
en route, about ten miles south of Naco, by a band of rebels estimated at 300, 
the passengers together with their baggage being placed om board a first-class 
coach, which was gravitated into Naco, the remainder of the train being taken 
south and the bridges burned im the retreat. Om one of the bridges the baggage 
car and second class’ coach were burned, the cars and mail having been previously 


rifled. So far as can be learned, none of the passenrers was molested. 
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It might be stated in passing that owing to the conditions south of

LAREDO, TEXAS. 
Nuevo Laredo, the town epseaits Laredo, is occupied by Mexican federal 
troops who have so far resisted all efforts upon the part of the rebels to dis- 
lodge them. Hundreds of refugees continue to move back and forth between the 


two towne according as reports and rumors are circulated concerning alleged in- 


pending attack. 
EAGLE PASS, TEXAS.

including clothing, groceries and liquors whenever necessity requires. Export

EL PASO, TEXAS. 

The town of Juarez, opposite El Paso, is occupied by Mexican federal troops.

: DOUGLAS, ARIZONA. 

The town of Agua Prieta, opposite Douglas, is occupied by the socalled 
state troops (rebels). Nothing pee of note has occurred in this vicinity 
except that a large number of refugees have sought protection in Douglas and are 
being carefully controlled by the officer in charge at that sie 

NACO, ARIZONA. 
The town of Naco, Sonora, opposite Naco, Arizona, is still in the possession 


of Mexican federal troops under the command of Generel Ojeda. The situation at 
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this point is by all odds the most interesting of any place along the Mexican 
border. Ojeda is virtually in a state of siege, being practically surrounded by 
& hoces of rebels which outnumber his own troops at least ten to iii He has 
repeatedly faadeked-uttecke. the latest and most serious one having occurred at 
daybreak on the morning of the 13th instant. The town was attacked apparently 
upon all sides except from the north and a spirited resistance followed. A line 
of cars filled with coke was placed across the head of the main street at Naco 
on the night prior to the fighting, thus protecting residents in Naco, Arizona, 
from injury to a very large extent from flying bullets. Many such missiles, how 
ever, fell on the American side of the line, one ith ioatrehive the eavés of 
the immigration office and knocking out a small piece of brick. Fortunately no 
one was in the sees ce at the time. Three American soldiers were wounded while 
in their camp, ‘but not seriously. Many bullets fell into the camp of the Amer 
ican soldiers. About ten seriously wounded federals have been removed to the 
American side by the army hospital service under direction of the colonel in com 
mand and are being cared for by our soldiers. It is understood that one of the 
wounded has already died. It seems almost impossible to obtain any definite in 
formation concerning the number of casualties. However, Ojeda succeeded in re 
pulsing the rebels. Further attack is momentarily expected. 

In connection with the situation at Naco it is desired to say thet about 125 
Yaqui indians, deserters from the federal forces, have taken refuge on the Amer 
ican side along with their women and children. These indians are camped on the 
outskirts of town guarded by United States troops. They state they are tired of 
fighting, don’t know what they are fighting for and want to go back to their 


homes; that they had been misled and promiseg made to them broken. They seem to 


be thoroughly disgusted and anxious for peacee A lerge number of what are called 


} soldiers’ women, camp followers, have proven a source of considerable annoyance 
to this Service by repeated attempts to secure lodgment in Naco, Arizona. Some 
of Sahice women &re married to Mexican soldiers. The majority of them, however, 
make no such claim and an highly undesirable characterse It may be stated that 
these women virtually form the commissary for the private soldiers. They forege 
about, stealing practically anything that is eitabihe. They have become so serious 
a problem that the tispestor in Charge at Neco has refused to grant them even 
temporary admission except under circumstances indicating that personal safety 
demands temporary asylum. A similar condition prevailed at El Paso at one time, 
when a like policy was successfully adopted. Following / former practice, this 
office is exercising discretion in dealing with conditions as they arise to the 
best of its ability and judgment and endeavoring to avoid any unpleasant complica- 
ehidax While the situation at Naco is quite annoying, it is believed that as 
soon as 7 siege is over conditions will become normal, particularly in respect 


of the undesirable element referred to.

The situation at this point remains practically unchanged. 
LAREDO,, TEXAS, 

Train service from Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, South remains suspended. Carranza 
followers are reported in numbers seventy miles south, near Lampazos. Their 
presence makes the early resumption of train service extremely uncertain. 

‘ DEL RIO, TEXAS. 

The situation is quiet both sides of the river at this point. A number of 
Mexicans who moved to this side recently are going into ‘the country in search of 
work.

EL PASO, TEXAS.

| DOUGLAS, ARIZONA. 

Agua Prieta, the town on the Mexican side of the International line, direct- 
ly opposite Douglas, Arizona, is held by a force of “Maderistas”, "Constitu- 
tionalists", or “Sonora State Troops", as they are variously called, numbering 
abour 900, about half of whom are mounted. These troops arrived on the night of 
the 12th instant and the morning of the 13th, their numbers being constantly 
augmented by recruits from the American side. The federal forces, formerly in 
possession, numbering about 300, evacuated Acua Prieta on approach of the rebels, 
moving westward. The entire territory tributary to the Nacozari railroad is in 
control by rebel iettabs Their attitude toward Americans appears friendly. 
Trains are again running regularly to Nacozari and travel has about resumed nor 
mal proportions. | 

NACO, ARIZONA. 
The Huerta forces, numbering about 40, are still in possession of the town 


of Naco, Sonora. Upon their entry a number of Madero government officials and 
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sympathizers, and several families, came so the American side and have since re= 
antned. ‘Train service remains abandoned between Naco and Cananea, no effort hav- 
ing been made to repair the burned bridges. A number of State employes at Naco 
‘have sought refuge in Naco, Arizona, and will doubtless remain until affairs re 
sume definite shape. A skirmish occurred on the 15th instant between the federal 
forces and the rebel attacking party. The engagement was fought in the hills. 
surrounding Naco, Sonora. The rebel force was repulsed after about two hours’ 
fighting, with slight losses on both sites. Deputy United States Marshal A. A. 
Hopkins, at the time in Naco, Arizona, was wounded by a stray bullet. His con- 
dition is reported as not being serious. 

NOGALES, ARIZONA. 

The first battle in the vicinity of Nogales, Arizona, for a petted of over 
two paee occurred on the 13th instant, between federal forces occupying the town 
of Nogales, Sonora, and rebel forces from the South. The fighting lasted prac- 
tically all day and resulted in the evacuation of Nogales, Sonora, by the federal 
Subenss The latter retreated to the American side, where they surrendered them 
selves, arns, ammunition, horses, etc., to American iduieas Fighting began in 
the early morning and lasted practically all ie At 7 pem-e 182 Chinese refugees 
were under guard by immigration officials. Quiet having been restored and the 
Chinese consenting, they were marched back to Nogales, Mexico, in columns of twos 
under guard of immigration officers. Local Chinese in Nogales, Arizona, met all 
expense of feeding and guarding, the same having been attended to under the super 
vision of immigration officers. Our offices were placed at the disposal of 
United States Army officers on duty on the line during the engagement. The of-

For the information and possible use of the Bureau in connection with any 
consideration or discussion of immigration matters on the border in their rela- 
tion to the disturbed affairs in Mexico, and particularly recent events in that 
country, the following brief summary of conditions at several border ports more 
or less affected is submitted: 


BROWNSVILLE, TEXAS, 


On the 17th ultimo the Mexican army officers garrisoning the town of Mata-' 
moras directly opposite Brownsville declared themselves followers of Felix Diaz 
and the Huerta regime. The former collector of customs under the Madero govern 
ment was reinstated. On the 5th instant 40 American citizens entered the United 
States at Brownsville and stated that Matamoras was the only exit from Monterey. 
Passenger trains are arriving at, and departing from, Matamoras on schedule time. 


All business is reported normal and no immediate cause for uneasiness appears to 


exist. 
“ LAREDO, TEXAS. 


On the evening of the yg ultimo four OMe two of whom were alleged to be 
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crossed the International foot bridge at Laredo and took charge of the city 
government of Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, as well as the custom house. The commander 
and all troops in said town swore allegiance to the new president. The change of 
local administration was effected quietly and without disorder of any kind, though 
applications for asylum for Chinese ind other inadmissible aliens were received 
in numbers in anticipation of fighting. Said applications were not pressed, how 
ever, owing to the total absence of any disorder. 
It is understood that the peace commission which met in Nuevo Laredo the 

28th ultimo accomplished very little, if anything, toward an indorsement of the 
Huerta=-Diaz administration. David de la Fuente, Minister of Communications in 


the new Huerta cabinet, Pasqual Orosco, Sr., and others left Laredo, Texas, on 


the 2nd instant, a portion of the party proceeding to San Antonio and the balance 
continuing to El Paso for the cine of conferring with Orosco, Jr., upon whom 
it is understood the matter of peace in the vicinity of Nuevo Laredo in a large 

: measure depends. | , 

Through train service has been suspended into this port owing to the burning 
of bridges by bandits. The local train from Monterey, however, continues to make 
daily daylight runs. The port of Nuevo Laredo was temporarily closed the 4th im 
stant, no definite reason being assigned for such action. On the 15th instant 
fifteen followers of ex-governor Carranza took the town of Hidalgo, twelve miles 


west of Darwin, Texas. After securing a number of horses, a quantity of provi- 
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sions and 180 pesos the forces retired, probably to the San Enrique Ranch, prop- 
erty of the Maderos. The garrison of 150 men stationed at Columbia, Mexico, op- 


posite Darwin, Texas, has declared its smypathy with Carranza and is reported as 
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being willing to deliver the town at his request. Aside from the foregoing there 
appears to be a general feeling of apathy and indifference prevailing in and 
ot ae.

EAGLE PASS, TEXAS. 

The train service from Piedras Negras (C. P. Diaz), the town opposite Eagle 
Pass, Texas, taka aks a short distance into Mexico. The post-office and 
customs employes, as well as many local Mexican residents, promptly removed to 
Eagle Pass upon the change of gove rnnent and many continue to geek and are ac- 
corded refuge in Eagle Pass. Though everything is reported as quiet in Piedras 
Negras, there appears to be an undercurrent of uneasiness and fear existing among 
the Chines and Syrian population in particular. The soldiers of Carrensa, num 
bering about 250, are still in charge at Piedras Negras and are reported to be 
pressing both Mexicans and foreigners hard for funds. The regular immigration 
forces on the bridges are reinforced by four soldiers on each bridge at night. 
Suitable site for a refugee camp has been offered on the old abandoned army post 
grounds at Eagle Pass and same will be utilized if necessary. Foreigners in 
Piedras Negras, Mexico (excepting United States citizens), have been on occasion 
refused permission by the Mexican authorities to cross over to Eagle Pass, in 
spite of which, however, many representative business men among the Mexicans of 
Piedras Negras have escaped to this side to save themselves from being forced to 
contribute to the up-keep of the Carranza forces. The superintendent of the 
National Railways of Mexico has moved his pay car to the American side, asked for, 
and been granted, permission to bring Mexican employes of said road to this side 
to draw their pay. Said employes have thereafter been promptly i to Mex- 
ico, Perfect quiet at this writing prevails at Eagle Pass and in the vicinity 
thereof. 


DEL RIO, TEXAS. 


Practically the entire population of the town of Las Vacas, Mexico, opposite 
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Del Rio, Texas, recently deserted the place and sought refuge in Del Rio, await- 
ing the establishment of a stable form of government, when it is expected they 
will return to their homes and business. Ihcluded in this movement were all of 
the officers, including the rurales, river guards, and customs and immigration 
officials, together with horses, arms and ammunition. These latter officers re- 
ported immediately to the deputy collector of customs at Del Rio, currdadering 
their arns, euinaaitdon and horses. These officers are lodged in Del Rio on 
premises rented for the purpose and are in daily communication with American 
officials. The syapathy of most of these Mexicans is with the Madero government. 
No rebel hast has seen fit to occupy the town of Las Vacas since its abandon 
ment until quite recently, when representatives of Carranza took possession of 


all official buildings and public property, beginning immediately thereafter to 


extort money from merchants and ranchmen in the vicinity of said town. It is re 
ported that armed forces are being organized and collected some thirty miles 
seikhaaet of Las Vacas under the leadership of a ranchman who is collecting men, 
, @rms and provisions for open resistance to the government as now established at 
the City of Mexico. A number of refugees are leaving Del Rio for points west, 
seeking employment as laborers along the line of the Southern Pacific Railway. 
A significant movement of approximately 100 Mexicans to Comstock, Texas, a point 
used two years ago by the revolutionists as headquarters for the gathering of arns 
and men intended for use in Mexico, has recently occurred. The attention of the 
proper United States military officials has been invited to this matter.- On the 
night of the 5th instant there was a mass meeting in the Mexican section of Del 
Rio, at which 3000 persons were estimated to be present. The various speakers 
condemned the present Mexican Government, branding it as unconstitutional, de 


nouncing the death of Madero and naming Huerta as his murder, and otherwise 
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| ‘se latter in the severest. and most hitter language. The sentiment of 
| the crowd was saihaes the present government and in favor of the Carranza move= 
ment. Mt this meeting there was no collection of money or calls for voluntary 
service, but such meetings, if contimed, may result in young Mexicans in Del Rio 
arming themselves and preparing to join the revolution against the present govern 
ment. No disturbances of any kind have marked the taking over and holding of the 
‘offices and public buildings at Las Vacas by the new administration. |

Referring to previous correspondence, Bureau file No. 
53108/71, with reference to the influx of alien refugees at Eagle 

it is desired to state that, as previously advised, the writer 
visited that port on the 5th instant, and it was found that so far 
as the influx which occured on October let and 3nd was concerned, 
the crisis had passed, and the great majority of the alien refugees 
had returned to Piedras Negras. 

It was ascertained immediately, however, that another in- 
flux was imminent, as the Federals were expected to attack Piedras 
Negras at almost any time and it was reasonably certain that as soon 
as the Constitutionalists left that city there would be a very large 
exodus of aliens. 

During the night of October 5th the situation was fully 
discussed with the Inspector in Charge, but no definite plans, of 
course, could be mapped’ out as'to what should or should not be done. 
Barly during the following morning, while the writer was further 


discussing the matter, he was informed that the local aut 


at Eagle Pass had declared a quarantine against Piedras Negras. Ip- 
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mediately after securing this information, he proceeded to the court 
house and appeared before the County Commissioners, and the report 
that the quarantine had been ordered was Confirmed, although it was 
- stated that the same was merely a subterfuge to prevent an influx 
into the town of Eagle Pass of destitute aliens. The means em- 
ployed during many similar occurances along the border was fully 
explained to the County Commissioners, and as it was known at that 
time that the international bridge was crowded with aliens frantic 
to reach American soil, it was suggested to them that to declare a 
quarantine at that time placed a grave responsibility upon the com- 
munity, as it was apparent to anyone familiar with the situation 
that a great loss of life would occur if the congestion was not re- 
lieved on the bridge, not perhaps that there was danger to most 

of them from the bullets of the Federals, but that there was grave 
danger of women and children being trampled to death in their fran- 
tic efforts to flee from what they appeared to believe to be death 
at the hands of the Federals. It was suggested to the Commission- 
ers that the most practicable solution of the problem was to permit 
the aliens temporary refuge in Eagle Pass, and as rapidly as pos- 
sible, after the Federals took the town of Piedras Negras, which 
was then imminent, return them to their homes. The Commissioners 
unqualifiedly refused to entertain such suggestion, maintaining that 
if the aliens were permitted to come to Eagle Pass, it was a matter 
for the Government to handle, and that it should detain the refugees 


and otherwise provide for then. 
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By this time the writer was more convinced than ever that 
great loss of life would result if the bridge was kept closed, and, 
in order to relieve the situation, he explained further to the Com- 
missioners his position, and stated he was without authority to fur- 
nish maintenance or adequate detention facilities for such a large 
body of people, but that, owing to the apparent gravity of the sit- 
uation, he would take personal responsibility, relying upon the Gov- 
ernment to approve his actions, and, if necessary, would permit the 
refugees to cross the bridge, and would temporarily detain them as 
best he could at a point designated in the outskirts of Eagle Pass, 
and this .plan.: was agreed to by the Commissioners. All of the 
officers present assured me of their co-operation and assistance in 
any manner that might be necessary. 

After this plan was agreed to, and at about one o'clock, the 
writer returned to the bridge and found it packed with people as far 
as the monument, and as near as could be determined, there were pro- 
bably five thousand people waiting. As it did not appear that there 
was) immediate danger, all of the officers available, together with the 
Marine Hospital Surgeon, proceeded to the bridge and such of the aliens 
as were admissable were permitted to enter during the afternoon, but 
the crowd, instead of lessening, seemed to steadily increase. At 
almost dark, the County Commissioners sent for me and stated, that, ow- 
ing to the large crowd which was then on the bridge, it appeared to 
them advisable that the plan agreed upon during the morning be car- 
ried out and that the refugees be given asylum in Eagle Pass. It 


was subsequently decided to let them in, but before doing 80, the 
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refugees were told that they would be placed under guard at night. 
This had a very salutary effect and only about five hundred came over. 

The next morning, October 7th, all officers reported at the 
bridge at an early hour and it was found that the bridge was again 
packed to the monument, and that there was probably five or six thous- 
and seeking admission.... The procedure as already described was 
adopted again and thoseadmissable permitted to enter. |The crowd 
became so large by ten o'clock or thereabouts, and the excitement so 
great that it appeared inevitable that a panic was liable to start 
at any moment; therefore it was decided to open the bridge and permit 
them to come to the place provided, and place them under guard. Never 
in the writer's experience has he witnessed an occurence where such 
a Aitge jaunber of people were more .panic-stricken. The stream con- 
tinued until about 3 P.M., when the Federals took charge of Piedras 
Negras, and, judging from the fact that the Federals immediately 
stopped traffic over the bridge, as well as their subsequent action 
toward those who were still fleeing for refuge, the writer was more 
convinced than ever that his action in permitting temporary refuge 
of the aliens was the only thing that saved the lives of many of the 
fleeing aliens. As nearly as can be determined, there were about 
eight thousand people came over on the second day. : 

After all the aliens had been placed in the camp under guard 
of our soldiers, inmediate steps were taken to admit those who were 
entitled to entry. It was necessary to provide immediately for the 


destitute, and for three days the minimum amount of food was taken to 


the camp, and, in so far as possible, given only to those who were in

absolute need. During the day following the large rush, several 
of the prominent local residents of Fagle Pass visited Piedras 
Negras by request, with a view of determining the attitude of the 
Federal Commander at that point, with respect of the aliens who had 
fled to Eagle Pass, and that officer gave his assurance that all 
aliens could return with entire safety, and if need be, he would 
give them the necessary provisions. This information was commu- 
nicated to the aliens in detention and} several men who spoke Spawxish 
fluently spoke to the aliens at great length in an effort to allay 
their fears and to assist this Service in causing their return to 
their homes. The almost universal answer was that if they were 
given arms and anmunition, they would gladly return, but in the ab- 
sence of arms they preferred to die of starvation on American soil 
rather than return to Piedras Negras and be shot. 

By the third day, it was apparent that if the aliens in 
detention were fed they would continue on our hands indefinitely. 
Therefore, it was decided to discontinue feeding them, with the re- 
sult that Mr. Arturo Carranza, a nephew of General Carranza, called 
upon me and asked if it was a fact that this Service was not going 
to feed the aliens, and the writer told him that as he believed 
that all aliens could return to their homes in safety, it was not 
intended, so far as our Service was concerned, to maintaim them any 
longer. Mr. Carranza stated that, in his judgment, there was 


great danger to the lives of many of the aliens in detention, and 


as they were practically all Constitutionalist sympathisers, he 
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would be willing to feed them, if permitted to do so. Such per- 
mission was temporarily granted and. he continued to feed them for 
.two days. At that time, however, he reported that he had no funds 
with which to purchase provisions for them any longer. 

(In the meantime this Service had manifested all of the 
aliens in camp and it was found on Friday afternoon, October 10th, 
that there was about 8800 people in camp. From information se- 
cured through the manifests, and otherwise, it was found that a con- 
siderable number belonged to the excluded classes. Up to that time, 
very few had signified a willingness to return to their homes and, 
realizing that some immediate and positive action was necessary, it 
was decided to take a number, at least, of the excludable aliens out 
of camp and return them to Piedras Negras. ; 

On Saturday morning, October llth, two hundred of this 
class were excluded and deported. While there was considerable 
protest, it was fortunately not necessary to use any actual force 
in carrying out the orders of deportation. 

Both the immigration and medical inspection continued from 
day to day, and all those who were admissable were permitted to leave 
the camp, but more than ordinary assurances as to their ability to. 
secure work, or that they had friends to provide for them, was re- 
quired. In the meantime, certain of the officers were going among 
the aliens in camp and through their efforts a considerable number 
were persvaded to voluntarily return to their homes. 


f 


Om Monday, October 13th, the State Health ofticer| appeased 
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at Eagle Pass and on account of several cases of small-pox having 
developed, he insisted that the entire camp be vaccinated and that 

the effects of all be fumigated before they were permitted to leave 
Eagle Pass, in case of their admission. He also insisted upon the 
State requirements as to vaccination. This necessarily delayed the 
disposition of the matter, as many of the aliens simply would not re- 
turn to their homes, but they could be admitted if work was to be had. 

All aliens in camp were vaccinated by the 15th instant, and 
it was found that a large proportion were immune from emall-pox, and 
as there were various persons seeking labor for purposes of picking 
cotton, grubbing and working on railroads, those who were physically 
fit were landed after fumigation. 

On the 16th instant, the number had been reduced to ap- 
proximately twelve hundred people, about four hundred of whom Mr. 
Carranza was feeding. As there was nothing the writer could do 
immediately and as the crisis appeared to have passed, he returned 
to his official station. Instructions were left with the ;n- 

spector in Charge to admit such as were admissible as soon as they 
could be, under the quarantine regulations, and in cases where the 


head of a family, for example, would positively refuse to return to 


Piedras Negras and his wife and children were suffering from starva- 
tion, to provide them with a limited quantity of food. 

( Most of those in detention at the time the writer left 
Eagle Pass had a small quantity of provisions on hand and it is be- 


lieved they can exist until such time as they can be admitted, as it 
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is a fact that probably all in detention at that time falling within 
the admissible classes, could secure work if they could have been 
gotten out of camp. Mr. Carranza earnestly asked permission to 
take charge of some whom he know were in immediate danger if they 
should be returned to Piedras Negras, and those were removed from 
the general camp to another point. Many of these were the wives 
and children of soldiers in the Constitutionalist army and undoubt- 
edly, if they should be returned, they would be very badly treated 
by the Federal soldiers. In the interest of humanity, it seemed 
to me that,under the circumstances, this request was justified. 

It should be stated in this connection that the writer 
was extremely careful not to have any dealings with Mr. Carranza 
which would in any way indicate that this Service was favorable or 
unfavorable to his cause, but only dealt with him as a private cit- 
izen who expressed a desire to help his people in the name of hu- 

manity. 

The expenses involved, comparatively, are very small, and 
theycould have been further reduced had the Commissioners and others 
at Eagle Pass rendered the assistance which they, in the first in- 
stance, proffered, but, in reality, after the aliens had been per- 

mitted to come to thi side, this Service received no assistance 
worthy of mention at the hands of the local officials at Eagle Pass, 
but, on the contrary, most of the officials were prone to complain 


and criticize. 


The Army officers at Eagle Pass rendered most valuable as- 
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sistance toward guarding the aliens, and the Colonel particularly 


freely discussed the matter with the writer at various times and of- 

fered valuable suggestions in handling the unusual and extremely dif- 
ficult problem. He thoroughly endorsed the plan which resulted in 

giving the aliens temporary refuge near Eagle Pass. 

It was not necessary to temporarily employ any additional 
assistance, as the officers available at Eagle Pass, together with 
those who were temporarily assigned there, through their untiring ef- 
forts, were able to meet the situation without: additional aid. 

Experience on this border has demonstrated that the most 
practicable way of handling a situation such as described is to give 
refugees temporary asylum in the border towns, and on all previous 
occasions it has been possible to turn the tide within a day or two, 
and induce the refugees to return to their homes, and in most in- 
stances they have returned about as rapidly as they came. 

Of course, in such circumstances, a few would naturally 

- secure temporary admission who were not entitled to land, but it has, 
as a rule, been possible to induce (them to return; if not, their 
cases, where necessary, have been handled under Departmental warrants. 
The situation at Eagle Pass was slightly different, due to the fact 
that the town on the American side was smaller than that on the Mex-- 
ican of the river and undoubtedly the number of refugees was very 
much larger than at any other point on the border. However, even 


at Eagle Pass the situation could have been handled in a more satis- 


factorily manner and much more expeditiously, had the authorities viewed 
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the situation in a broad-minded manner. 
The report is current in Eagle Pass that the Conetitutional- 


ists will in the near future undertake to retake Piedras Negras, and 


in that event, it is probable the Federal sympathizers will be seeking 


refuge in Eagle Pass, though not in such great numbers. Before leav— 
ing Eaglé Pass, the writer instructed the Inspector in Charge that 
should ta Pee he occur, that he place his officers on the bridge and 
permit the admissible aliens entry with all possible dispatch, but not 
to let them in promisoucusly until the enemy had virtually taken the 
town; then to open the bridge in order to guard against the trampling 
under foot of women and children. By thie means, the influx, it 
is believed, can be reduced to a minimum. 

It is hoped that, under the circumstances, the Bureau will 


approve my action in the premises,

You state that according to your advices the War 
Department has, at the request of this Department, issued 
orders "allowing Mexican Federal General Meas with his staff 
of ten officers to enter this country et Eagle Pass, ani go 
to Larede for the purpose of participating in military con- 
sultation at Nuevo lareie," while Generel Carranza, when he 
asked permission to enter this country and proceed by rail

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in reply to your telegram, the Department begs leave to 
invite your attention to a letter of the 4th instant addressed — 
to Mx. Willard L. Simpson of San Antonio, Texas, in relation 
to the case of General Carransa. By this letter, a copy of 
which was enclosed to you on the same day, it appears that the 
Department had not declined to permit Generel Carranza to enter 
the United States. It further appears that the Department had 
never received any application from General Carransa for that 
purpose and had never been called upon even to consider the 
question. At the same time, the Department said: 


"Por your (Mr. Simpson's) information, however, it 
may be stated that if Governor Carransa wishes 
to pass through the State of Texas or any othor part 
of the United States in a personal capacity and with- 
out arms, this Department ig not aware that any special 
permit is necessary, inasmuch as Mexican citisens 
are frequently to and fro betwee this country 
and Mexico. On the other hand, this Government would 
not feel authorised to issue to Governor Carranza or 
to any one else a special permit mw purporting to give 
immunity from arrest.

Bureau by the Mayor of Eagle Pass, The reports are thoroughly self-explanatory 


and require no particular comment upon the part of this office, except to re- 
peat what was stated in telegram of this office to the Bureau the 3rd instant, 
namely- that it is confidently anticipated that the hysteria which has seized 
the inhabitants of Piedras Negras will very shortly subside, following which 


there will be a rapid return of the..refugees to their homes in Mexico.

With further reference to your telegram of the 3rd instant, regarding 
the conditions in this vicinity with respect to the granting of asylum to 
panic stricken aliens of Piedras Negras here on the 30th ultimo and first 
instent, especially that part referring to Mayor Schmidt's telegram, you are 
advised that in the opinion of the writer, the statements therein accredited 
to him were caused by a misapprehension by him of the wreter's position in 
the matter of declining to wire the Department of Labor for authority ta close 
this port to the aliens on the forenoon of the first instant, which as you know 
would have been entirely fruitless, even granting for sake of argument only, 
that time would have permitted a satisfactory reply to have been received in 
the ordinary course of affairs. 

Several similar cases have arisen here and along the Border although of 
less proportions at Eagle Pass, and the writer kmew from former experiences 
and from that of other ports that matters in Eaghe Pass would in all prob- 
ability adjust themselves as soon as the panic ceased, and events are justify- 
ing this belief. In this instance, however, wmfavorable weather conditions 
caused a congestion of the peon class in places where shelter could be had from 
the rain and in such a manner as to attract attention where otherwise they 
probably would have attracted less notice, 

I endeavored to explain to the Mayor prior to the transmission of his 
telegram the situation as to the right of asylum which had never been refused 
( under similar circumstances and the result of such a request by me at that time, 
( and to secure his co-operation in a time of great emergency to assist in calm 

ing the panic, which he freely gave with good results. At the same time I 

. assured him that the aliens would be returned to Mexico as soon as quiet and 
‘ safety would permit, and that the usual inspection would be resumed as soon 
[ as possible, and which occurred within a few hours. 


‘ It was understeod by the writer that the Mayer intended to wire the War 

Department for the use of some tents and for rations for the destitute to 

be used if necessary, and the first realization of the probable contents of 

his telegram came through yours of the 3rd instant. It was hoped by the writer 

; that the mayer's desire to wire for help had been directed into a channel 
where the most good might be accomplished and the fewest embarrasaments accrue 

| to the writer who was at the time in the stress of a very trying situation 

; where he was bound te be criticised whatever was done. I am inclined to the 

! opinion that the Mayer was influenced by others after leaving Collector Evan's 

‘ effice where the conference occurred.

Referring to your file No, 5012/92 respecting the Mexican revolution- 
ary situation here, you are advised that during the night of the 2nd 
instant, Piedras Negras was re-occupied by some of the Carranza 
forces, estimated at about 350 men, and it is reported that they are 
endeavoring to restore confidence there, 

The present location of the federal colum said to be advancing 
northward cannot be learned, but none of them are reported near here. 

It is estimated that about 5,000 of the people of Piedras Negras 
fled to Eagle Pass when the Constitutionalists left that city. Among 
them were many of the poor classes who would haveg ordinarily been 
denied admission. 

The panic was caused largely by the rumored threats of the Con- 
stitutionalists to dynamite the principal buildings of Piedras Negras 
and the international bridges and butn the tow, fFortwnately these 
calamities did not occur, although it is no doubt true that the town 
has been mined in many places. Year of a rapid advance by the federals, 
and probably a bat tle, as well as other causes, contributed to the 
terror of the inhabitants, 

As soon as the refugees from Piedras Negras become reassured of 
safety, the majority of them will no doubt return. In the meantime 
hardships will be suffered by many of the poorer ones, and there will 
probably be more orless destitution if conditions are not improved. 
Some of the citisens of Eagle Pass are somewhat apprehensive of that 
score, Measures are being taken by a committee of Mexicans of Eagle 
Pass to relieve those in immediate need and an attempt will be made to 
induce them to return to Piedras Negras where there is said to be a 
considerable store of provisions available for their immediate use. 

As soon as conditions become sufficiently settled, it is prob- 
able that many will take a voluntary return. In the meanwhile the 
demand for labor, which has been greater than the supply recently, will 
tend to relieve conditions,

Referring to your file No. 5012/92 regarding the Mexican 
Revolution, you are advised that the situation at Piedras Negras 
shows little change from yesterday. Virtually all of the rebel forces 
have left the city, but their exact desgination cannot be ascertained, 
It is reported that a stand will be made by them against the Federals 
between here and Sabinas, but up to the present time no fight has been 
reported near here, 

Piedras Negras is almost without government at the present time, 
but order is being maintained by a party of vo):mteers and so far as 
is known no serious disorders have occurred there. Outside of the city 
it is reported that Fenix Coal Mines have been fired by the rebels and 
that all railroad bridges to the south have been destroyed. 

The people of Phedras Negras are panic stricken and are fleeing 
to Eagle Pass for asylum. It has been the history of former occa- 
sions of this kind that they have Boon returned to their homes after 
the danger of a battle had subsided, but the situation is sanewhat 
complicated by the number of refugees that were in that placs. 

So far no Chinese or Japanese have applied for asylum. If any 
do so, it is the present intention of this office to place them wder 
guards at their own expense, unless otherwise directed. It will prob- 
ably be impossible to accommodate them at the detention quarters 
should any: large number apply, in which event some other place will 
be secured, 

A heavy rain has been falling in this vicinity which will prob- 
ably delay the forward movement of the Mexican Federals, and it cannot 
be predicated when they will arrive, but should they so desire, if 
seems probable that the advance guard could reach Piedras Negras within 
a short time,

Referring to your file No. 5012/92, you are advised that the Con- 
stitutionalistfforces virtually evacuated Piedras Negras last night. 
Their line of retreat has not yet been disclosed, This movement was 
the result of the approach of Mexican Federal troops, who are now 
reported to be at Peyotes, Mexico, about 80 miles south of here. How- 
ever, there has been no fighting reported anywhere in this immediate 
vicnity. The evacuation was accomplished without disorders so far as 
is now know, and the threatened destruction of Mexican public property 
in Piedras Negras has not occurred, which is said to be due somewhat 
to the representations made to the rebels by Americans, 

During the night of the 30th ultime about 75 wounded Constitution- 
alists who had been in the hospitals at Piedras Negras were turned 
over to the United States forces stationed here and are now held by 
them as prisoners. 

On the 30th ultimo many of the inhabitants of Piedras Negras who 
feared violence came to Eagle Pass, and the movement continues today. 
The Chinese in that city are apprehensive of danger, but none have 
applied for protection yet. It is believed that the excitment will 
subside as soon as the tow is occupied by the Mexican Federals, which 
will no doubt lessen the probability of active hostilities in this 
vicinity of Mexico, 

The United States forces here were reinforced during the night: of 
the 30th ultime by two troops of cavalry and a battery of artillery, 

The general opinion here, which seems to be well founded, is that 
the retreat of the rebels last night marks the virtual collapse of

It may be of interest to the Bureau to know that recently the Constitu- 
tionalist forces in Piedras Negras, Mexico, the town opposite Eagle Pass, Texas, 
adopted a regulation requiring the payment of one dollar gold by every person 
of whatsoever nationality entering or leaving Mexico at the toll bridge. Under 
this arrangement it is apparently contemplated that residents of Eagle Pass 
would be assessed two dollars, one dollar going and one dollar returning. The 

' measure was, of course, intended as a revenue producing device. Under date 
of the 27th ultimo the Inspector in Charge at Eagle Pass reported that this 
tax has had the effect of decreasing the traffic of the bridge and that mer- 
chants are bitterly complaining of the loss of business in oennstiidines, The 
crossing and recrossing of idlers has, naturally, almost ceased. For the ten 
days following the inauguration of this tax the volume of arrivals from Mexico 
of the non-statistical class of aliens decreased about 36% as compared with 
the ten days immediately preceding the adoption of the regulation. It eannot, 
however, be determined conclusively that the decrease referred to was entire--: 
ly due to said tax, though the same has undoubtedly largely lessened the mamber 
of applicants poorly supplied with money, who were seeking wate Ina few in- 
stances, it is understood, the tax has been waived in respect of persons wm-

ing after night-fall except in individual emergency cases, or where the alienS 
corresponded to what would at seaports be terned first cabin passengers. This 
rule has, generally speaking, led to the practice of refusing to receive trains 
after night-fall. has @ matter of fact, passengers destined to the United States 
coming under such circumstances have detrained on the Mexican side and later cross- 
ed by means of the foot bridge. In the present instance, in order to facilitate 
the entry of dmericen refugees and seve them the inconvenience of detraining on 
the Mexican side and crossing by the foot bridge, it has been deemed advisable to 
meet the conditions imposed by the railway officials in the manner outlined in the 
telegram to the Laredo office above quoted. The course therein outlined seems to 
this office to be the only precticable way to meet the dilemma. It is felt, how 
ever, that for reasons which must be obvious good administration requires that the 
present manner of handling the situation shall not be indefinitely continued, ai 
it involves the removal of eihtadn ts all aliens from the trains arriving after 
night-fall and their return to ywexico by way of the foot bridge -- a course which 
naturally entails more or less inconvenience and hardship and the adoption of un- 
usual measures looking to prompt and effective removal to the other side. 

In concluding, it may be said that this office does not understand why the rail- 
way officials could not detrain their second-class alien passengers on the yexican 
side , as is frequently done, and bring over the American refugees; but inasmuch 
as they have refused to bring the American refugees to this side unless permitted 


to bring alien passengers generally, it is felt that the plan outlined for the

Referring to my telegram of this date, confiraation of which is hereto 
attached, you are advised shat the Mexican National train, that was formerly 
due to arrive on the Amsrican side of the railroad bridge at 5:01 p/ Me, has 
changed schedule and now arrives in Nuevo Laredo, ,,exico, at 5:30 p. m. Mexican 
time, or at 6:06 p. m. merioan tine, and I an advised by the officials of the 
Mexican National that this schedule will be maintained until conditions in Mexico 
are ina more settled condition. The Mexican Custons and Innigration officials 
hold the train in Nuevo Laredo from one to ons and 4 half hours, and when the 
train 4@rrives on schedule, which it rarely does, it cannot arrive at the Ansri- 
ain side earlier than seven or seven thirty in the evening. This necessitates 
the medical exanination of aliens by artificial lirht, which the Medical exaniner, 


Dr. H. J. Hauilton, refuses to do, except in emergencies, stating that it is ab- 


solutely impossible for hin to make a proper examination by artificial light. 


Testerdauy afternoon, Mr. Brennan, Agent for the Mexican National, notified 
me by telephone that the train would arrive on time and that he could deliver the 


train on this side of the river in time to couplete the inspection before dark. 
Inspectors froa this office and Dr. Hanilton were at the guard-house at this end 
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of the railroad titaee from 6:30 P. Me. until dark, waiting for the train. 
After it becane too dark to inspect the aliens, Dr. Hamilton, with my entire © 

_ approval, notified the Agent of the Mexican National that it was then too dark 
to make the medical examination necessary, ana that it would be useless to send 
the train over, as it would be refused. No attenupt was made to send the train 
over last night, but it was sent over this morning, arciving at 6:30 A, M. 
This enabled all north hound passengers to make the sane connections that they 
would have made had the train been inspected last uiehts 

| This morning Dr. Alonzo B. Garrett, American Consul in hawt Laredo, Mex~ 

ico, called we over the telephone and denanded that trains be inspected at night, 
regardless of the tiae of arrival. He assigned as his reason for making this . 


denand that there were Americans on board the incouing trains; that they were 


destitute, and were »beins sent out of the Republic of :rexico by the United States 


Governnent; that this constituted an eaergency; and that he deuanded the inspec- 
tion of the whole train in order that these Ancricans might be lunded by train 
instead of via the Keekilicktes which is open all night, and where they may en- 
ter at a less cost to the Governnent than by way of the train. When I refussd 
to inspect aliens by artificial light, which means @ refusal to accept trains af- 
ter dark, excent in swergencies, he said that he would compel this service to ac- 
cept thea, and told me thet he was wiring the State Departaent to have this De- 
partment instruct me to accept trains at nicht regardless of the time of arrival. 
Large nushers of aliens are now coming out of Mexico and jemong these are 
many Asiatics, especially Syrians, and to make a practice of exanining these 
s aliens by artificial light would seriously handicap this service in enforcing the | 
law and be a menace to the public health. 
If this Service should establish the precedent of exwaining trains by ar- 


‘tifical light, it would mean that practically all the aliens who enter at this port 
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would be exaained after derk, as this train is the only one arriving from 
Mexico. It would make the medical iiemdnaté cn ineffective and practically 
useless. It would require that we accept trains and inspect aliens at all hours 
of the night SUP inspectors who are on train inspection would he required to 
be on duty tron ten to twelve or fifteen hours daily, as tho inspectors who work 
trains aust also do office work and serve as aenhers of the Board of Special In- 
quirys | 

| Consul Garrett has criticised the act of this office in not inspecting 
trains afte: dark to members of this force. His interference ie unwarranted and 
if continued will seriously interfere with a proper enforcenent of the Imirra- 
tion Act.

As the mecical inspection cannot ‘e GENE So NA OT af ter dark, you 
would be justified in causing aliens corresponding to the second-class cabin 
steerage passsngers to be returned to Mexico with instructions to reapply for 
inspection the following aorning, recognizing, of course, that exceptional cases 
may arise in which admi ssion ae be imnediately necessary. 

All trains which cnter from wexico should be net by both the Imaircrant 
Inspector and the Medical Examiner. This office desires, in every manner possi- 
ble, to facilitate travel and, of necessity, exceptions aust be made in respect 
of first-class passengers; where the medical exuiiner is satisfied they are free 
from disease and doesnot direct that they be held for day-light exanination the 
inspection may be proceeded with and such action taken as may seem appropriate. 


Of course, the trains should be met regardless of the hour of arrival and the 


procedure above outlined followed. Conditions are similar at El Paso and it hes 
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ecessary to adopt the practice herein described.

5; Austria 6; Spain, Norway and Canada 1 each. 

The descriptions of these aliens were all taken and listed 
on manifest forms, copies of which are forwarded herewith. You 
are respectfully informed that all the aliens listed thereon were 
carefully questioned by the primary inspector and their destina- 
tions together with the names and addresses of the friends or 


relatives to whom they were destined, were ascertained where

Commencing with October 6, 1913, several thousand aliens were detained 


for a number of days at Eagle Pass, Texas, amdupon their arrival many of thew 
were without food, and those who carried their provisions were unable to 
cook same for lack of wood, and of course water was one of the necessitics. 
The service as above was furnished by the City of Eagle Pass in order to 
relieve the condition as rapidly as possible and to avoid suffering which 
seemed inevitable.

Pursuant to oral instructions of the 23rd instant, IT left my 
of ficial station at 6:30 p.m., that date, accompanied by Syrian Interpreter 
Willies Zogheib, and preceeded to Presidic, Texas, for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the etatus of certain Syrian aliens reported to be there as 
_ refugecs from Nexico, and beg to submit the following report. 
Immediately upon my arrival at Presidic, I interviewed Customs 
Tuspector J. R. Weisiger and residents of the town in regard to the con- 
ditions then exieting in Ojinaga, Yexico, and the vicinity with reference 
to recent and any possible near future revolutionary disturbances in that 
lecality. It was learned that there had been some fighting in the vicinity 
of Parral and Senta Rosalia recently ani that most of the refugees fron that 
part of the Republic had come to the Anerican side for protection a week or 
ten days previous to the arrival of the above-mentioned *yrians, who arrived 
on or about the 19th instant. 
Thie party of Syriane, coneisting of Slaiman Shaneon Khoorsy, his 
Ni children Leesa, Adel, Vateelda and Labesbey Khoorey; Saseon Jorjos El- 
Hasbaney, his wife Syagha 3. Madey, and daughter Sofi-ya El-‘iasbaney ; 
Antoon Abu-Haider; Siman Abu-Haider, hie wife Terroos Y. “akd Khoorey, 
yi nd children Lebeebey, Anebi~yey, Fransees, Varta, Roosanos, Butroe 


Franeeecs, and Najesd Abu-Haider, the last named having been born in Butte

City, Montana; Youseef Saleeba Sha-ar, hie wife Aema Butrosg and cousins 
Wkhael She-ar and Saleem Jorjoe She-ar; Hanna Jorjos She-ar and brother 
Saleen Jorjos Sharar; Youseof Fransecs Sanya and Youseof Roomanos Vindeer, 
| were then brought to the Custom House and closely questioned as to their 
purpose in applying for admiesion to the United States and asked their ree | 
sone why application wae not made at a regular port of entry. It developed | 
upon examination that Presidie was the nearest port of egress which could be 
peached with any degree of safety from Parral, Vexico, train communications 
to Juarez having been cut or suspended, and that it hed taken thie party 
twelve days to make the trip to Presidie at considerable risk of life and 
fortune. They pictured scenes of murder and theft among the Sy~fane by 
Wexican soldiers of both armies, and it wae learned that during one fight 
Slaiman Shaneen Kheorey's wife had been shot down in her doorway, presumably 
theugh by accident. Thies risfertune and the several outrages were cited as 
the cause which lead to the aigration of the said Syrians. The stories as 
told by the refugees about the fighting and suspension of train communication 
to Juares were verified by Mexicans who had recently come from the vicinity 
of Parral. 

There was no arsy surgeon available at Presidio, Texss, to conduct 
the medical examination, therefore a resident physician of considerable ex 
perience was enpleyed to examine the aliens. The Medical examination which 
was very therough wae eatiefactorily passed by oll of the aliens and they 
were then and there adsitted on primary inspection as refugees, it appear 
ing that they were of the better type of Syrians and were in possession of 
sufficient funds to maintain them during their stay in the United States, 
which, with one or two exceptions, will be of shert duration. 
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ee ; 
During the afterncen of the 26th instant, the Syrien alien 
Butros Ghanim croeeed from Ojinaga, Mexico, te Presidio, Texas, and was 
imeediately taken charge of and questioned as to his purpose in coming to 
} the United States and why he had come vie that port. He stated that he was / 
then contng frea Jimenes, Mexico, and that Presidie was the nearest port | 
he could reesh in safety. The alien was well supplied with soney, but upon 
medical examination the examining physician certified him to be suffering 
fron trachoms and ieoued a certificate accordingly. It was explained to 


him thet Preeidie, Texas, was not « pert of entry, but that he would be 
peraitted te pay his own expenses te El Page where he could aprly for ad 
mission from Juares, Wexise. j#$Thie he agreed to deo and he was allowed te 
come to Bl Passe, accompanied by Interpreter Zogheib and ayself. 

T left Presidic, Texas, at 7 a.a., Octeder 27th, and arrived at 
my official station at 6130 a.m. October 28th, 1913.

Sir: 

In accordance with our conversation of this morning, I have the 
honor to state that practically the entire population of Northern Tamauli- 
pas, opposite the counties of Cameron, Starr, and Hidalgo, in the State 
of Texas, (something between five and seven thousand people), a6 and 
have been sojourning in the United States since about the first of June, 
on account of conditions existing in that part of Mexico at the present 
time. Most of these crossed to the United States either without detection 
or the proper examination, owing to the immense rush and excitement at 
that time, and the inadequate force to handle the situation. Of course 
@ great majority of these refugees are destitute, or practically so, 

@ great many living in tents and reed huts or "jacales," slong the banks 
of the Rio Grande. It is true that in the lower Rio Grande valley of 
Texas, on-account of the immense syvtietlin projects and agricultural 
interests, there has been a great deal of work. It is also very true 

that we have no very severe winters there, and that these Mexican citi- 
zens at present in Texas are not receiving any assistance whatever, either 
from Federal, State, or private charitable institutions. 

That part of the Texas border from Laredo west is, to the dest of 


my knowledge and belief, in the same condition, and it is also true that 


there is not so much work for farm labor, and that the winters are far 


- 
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more severe. ven in the lower valley, I feel sure that the great majority 

of this population will need assistance either from private or public funds. 

I know from personal experience that the local population of the lower valley 

is neither able nor disposed to render the necessary assistance. Our pub- 
‘Lic schools are filled with children from the other side of the river, there- 
by diminishing the per-capita allowance from our State public-school fund. 
“There is very little of farming interests along the Rio Grande, except in 

the lower valley, consequently the Western part of the State has no opportun- 
ity for using cheap labor.

‘Referring to previous correspondence, Bureau file 
No. 53108/71, with reference to the influx of alien 
refugees at Eagle Pass, it is desired to state that, as 
previously advised, the writer visited that port on the 
5th instant, and it was found that so far as the influx 
which occurred on October lst and 2nd was concerned, 
the crisis had passed, and the great majority of the 
alien refugees had returned to Piedras Negras. 

It was ascertained immediately, however, that another 
influx was imminent , 28 the Federals were expected to 
attack Piedras Negras at almost any time and it was 
reasonably certain that as soon as the Constitutionalists 
left that city there would be a very large exodus of 
aliens. 

During the night of October 5th the situation was 
fully discussed with the Inspector in Charge, but no 
definite plans, of course, could be mapped out as to 
what should or should not be done. Early the follow- 
ing morning, while the writer was further discussing 
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the matter, he was informed that the local authorities 
at Eagle Pass had declared a quarantine against Phedras 
Negras. Immediately after securing this information, 
he proceeded to the court house and appeared before the 
County Commissioners, and the report that the quarantine 
had been ordered was confirmed, although it was stated 
that the same was merely a subterfuge to prevent an influx. 
into the town of Eagle Pass of destitute aliens. The 
means employed during many similar occurances along the 
border was fully explained to the County Commissioners, 
and as it was known at that time that the international 
bridge was crowded with aliens frantic to reach American 
soil, it was suggested to them that to declare a quaran- 
tine at that time placed a grave responsibility upon the 
community, as it was apparent to anyone familiar with the 
situation that a great loss of life would ocour if the 
congestion was not relieved on the bridge, not perhaps 
that there was danger to most of them from the bullets 
of the Federals, but that there was grave danger of 
women and children being trampled to death in their frantic 
efforts to flee from what they appeared to believe to be 
death at the hands of the Federals. It was suggested 

to the Commissioners that the most practicable solution 
of the problem was to permit the aliens temporary refuge 
in Eagle Pass, and as rapidly as possible, after the 
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Federals took the town of Piedras Negras, which was 

then imminent, return them to vheir homes. The Com 
missioners unqualifiedly refused to entertain such 
suggestion, maintaining that if the aliens were permitted 
to come to Eagle Pass, it was a matter for the Govern- 
ment to handle, and that it should detain the refugees 
and otherwise provide for them. 

By this time the writer was more convinced than 
ever that great loss of life would result if the bridge 
was kept closed, and, in order to relieve the situation, 
he explained further to the Commissioners his position, 
and stated he was without authority to furnish main- 
tenance or adequate detention facilities for such a large 
body of people, but that, owing to the apparent gravity 
of the situation, he would take personal responsibility 
relying upon the Government to approve his actions, and, 
if necessary, would permit the refugees to cross the 
bridge, and would temporarily detain them as best he could 
at a point designated in the outskirts of Eagle Pass, and 
this plan was agreed to by the Commissioners. All of the 
officers present assured me of their co-operation and as- 
sistance in any manner that might be necessary. 

After this plan was agreed to, and at about one 
o° clock, the writer returned to the bridge and found it 
packed with people as far as the monument, and as near as 
could be determined, there were probably five thousand 
people waiting. As it did not appear that there was 
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immediate danger, all of the officers available, together 
with the Marine Hospital Surgeon, proceeded to the bridge 


and such of the aliens as were admissible were permitted 


to enter during the afternoon, but the crowd instead of 
lessening, seemed to steadily increase. At almost dark, 
the County Commissioners sent for ms and stated, that, 
owing to the large orowd which was then on the bridge, it 
appeared to them advisable that the plan agreed upon during 
the morning be carried out and that the refugees be given 
asylum in Eagle Paas. It was subsequently decided to 
let them in, but before doing so, the refugees were told 
that they would be placed under guard at night. This 
had a very salutary effect and only about five hundred 
came over. 

The next morning, October 7th, all officers reporte. 
at the bridge at an early hour and it was found that the 
bridge was again packed to the monument, and that there 
was probably five or six thousand seeking admission. The 
procedure as already described was adopted again and those 
admiagsible permitted to enter. The crowd became so large 
by ten o'clock or thereabouts, and the excitement so 
great that it appeared inevitable that a panic was liable 
to start at any moment; therefore it was decided to open 
the bridge and permit them to come to the place provided, 
and place them under guard. Never in the writer's ex- 
perience has he witnessed an occurrence where such a large 


~f 
number of people were more panio-stricken. The stream 
continued until 3 P.M., when the Federals took charge of 
Piedras Negras, and, judging from the fact that the Federals 
immediately stopped traffic over the bridge, as well as 
their subsequent action toward those who were still fleeing 
for refuge, the writer was more convinced than ever that 
his action in permitting temporary refuge of the aliens 
was the only thing that saved the lives of many of the 
fleeing aliens. As nearly as oan be determined, there 
were about eight thousand people came over on the second 
day. 

After all the aliens had been placed in the camp 
under guard of our soldiers, immediate steps were taken 
to admit those who were entitled to entry. It was neces- 
sary to provide immediately for the destitute, and for 
three days the minimum amount of food was taken to the 
camp, and, in so far as possible, given ealy to those who 
were in absolute need. During the day following the 
large rush, several of the prominent local residents of 
Eagle Pass visited Piedras Negras by request, with a view 
of determining the attitude of the Federal Commander at 
that point, with respect of the aliens who had fled to 
Eagle Pass, and that officer gave his assurance that all 
aliens could return with entire safety, and if need be, 
he would give them the necessary provisions. This in- 
formation was communicated to the aliens in detention and 
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several men who spoke Spanish fluently spoke to the 
aliens at great Length in an effort to allay their fears 
and to assist this Service in causing their return to 
their homes. The almost universal anewer was that 

if they were given arms and ammunition, they would gladly 
return, but in the absence of arms they preferred to die 
of starvation on American soil rather than return to 
Piedras Negras and be shot. 

By the third day, it was apparent that if the aliens 
in detention were fed they would continue on our hands 
indefinitely. Therefore, it was decided to discontinue 
feeding them, with the result that Mr. #rturo Carranza, 

a nephew of General Carranza, called upon me and asked if 
it was a fact that this Service was not going to feed the 
aliens, and the writer told him that as he believed that 
all aliens could return to their homes in safety, it was 
not intended, so far as out Service was concerned, to main- 
tain them any longer. Mr. Carran*a stated that, in his 
judgment, there was great danger to the lives of many of 
the aliens in detention, and as they were practically all 
Constitutionalist sympathizers, he would be willing to 
feed them, if permitted to do so. Such permission was 
temporarily granted and he continued to feed them for 
two days. At that time, however, he reported that he had 
no funds with which to purchase provisions for them any 


longer. 
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In the meantime this Service had manifested all of 
the aliens in camp and it was found on Friday afternoon, 
October lOth, that there was about 2,800 people in camp. 
From information secured through the manifests, and other- 
wise, it was found that a considerable number belonged to 
the excluded classes. Up to that time, very few had 
signified a willingness to return to their homes and, 
realizing that some immediate and positive action was neces- 
gary, it was decided to take a number, at least, of the 
exocludable aliens out of camp and teturn them to Piedras 
Negras. 

On Saturday morning, October lith, two hundred of 
this class were excluded and deported. While there was 
considerable protest, it was fortunately not necessary to 
use any actual force in carrying out the orders of de- 
portation. 

Both the immigration and medical‘inspection continued 
from day to day, and all those who were admissible were 
permitted to leave the camp, but more than ordinary as- 
gsurances as to their ability to secure work, or that they 
had friends to provide for them, was required. In the 
meantime, certain of the officers were going among the 
aliens in camp and through their efforts a considerable 
number were persuaded to voluntarily return to their 
homes. 


On Monday, October 13th, the State Health Officer

appeared at Eagle Pass and on account of several cases of 
emall-pox having developed, he insisted that the entire 
camp be vaccinated and that the effects of all be fumigated 
before they were permitted to leave Eagle Pass, in case 
of their admission. He also insisted upon the State re- 
quirements as to vadcination. This necessarily delayed 
the disposition of the matter, 4s many of the aliens simply 
would not return to their homes, but they could be admitted 
if work was to be had. 

All aliens in camp were vaccinated by the 15th instant, 
and it was found that a large proportion were immine from 


emallepox, and as there were various persons seeking labor 
for purposes of picking cotton, grubbing and working on 
railroads, those who were physically fit were landed after 
fumigation. 

On the 16th instant, the number had been reduced to 
approximately twelve hundred people, about four hundred 
of whom Mr. Oarranza was feeding. As thers was nothing 
the writer could do immediately and as the crisis appeared 
to have passed, he returned to his official station. In- 
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structions were left with the Inspector in Charge to admit 
such as were admissible as soon as they could be, under the 
quarantine regulations, and in cases where the head of a 
family, for example, would positively refuse to return to 
Piedras Negras and his wife and children were suffering 
from starvation, to provide them with a limited quantity 


of food. 
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Most of those in detention at the time the writer 
left Eagle Pass had a small quantity of provisions on 
hand and it is believed they can exist until such time 
as they can be admitted, as it is a fact that probably 


all in detention at that time falling within the admiss- 
ible classes, could secure work if they could have gotten 


out of camp. Mr. Carranza earnestly asked permission 
to take charge of some whom he knew were in immediate 
danger if they should be returned to Piedras Negras, and 
those were removed from the general camp to another point. 
Many of. these were the wives and children of soldiers in 
the Constitutionalist army and undoubtedly, if they should 
be returned, they would be very badly treated by the Fed- 
eral soldiers. In the interest of humanity, it seemed to 
me that, under the circumstances, this request was justi- 
fied. 

It should be stated in this connection that the writer 
was extremely careful not to have any dealings with Mr. 
Carranza which would in any way indicate that this Service 
was favorable or unfavorable to his cause, but only dealt 
with him ag a private citizen who expressed a desire to 
help his people in the name of humanity. 

The expenses involved, comparatively, are very small, 
and they could have been further reduced had the Commis- 
sioners and others at Eagle Pass rendered the assistance 
which they, in the first instance, proffered, but, in 
reality, after the aliens had been permitted to come to this

side, this Service received no assistance worthy of 
mention at the hands of the local officials at Eagle 

| Pass, but, on the contrary, most of the officials were 
prone to complain and criticize. 

The Army officers at Eagle Pase rendered most valu- 
able assistance toward guarding the aliene, and the Colonel 
partioularly freely discussed the matter with the writer 
at various times and offered valuable suggestions in hand- 
ling the unusual and extremely difficult problem. Hs 
thoroughly endorsed the plan which resulted in giving the 
aliens temporary refuge near Eagle Pass. 

It was not necessary to temporarily exploy any ad- 
ditional assistance, as the officers available at Eagle 
Pass, together with those who were temporarily assigned 
there, through their untiring efforts, were able to meet 
the situation without additional aid. 

Experience on this border has demonstrated that the 
most practicable way of handling a situation such as de- 
scribed is to give fefugees temporary asylum in the border 
towns, and on all previous occasions it hae been pessible 
to turn the tide within a day or two, and induce the 
refugees to return to their homes, and in most instances 
they have returned about as rapidly as they came. 

On course, in suoh circumstances, a few would 


naturally secure temporary admission who were not entitled 
to land, but it has, as a rule, been possible to induce 


while 


them to return; if not, their cases, where necessary, 
have been handled under Departmental warrants. The / 
situation at Eagle Pass was slightly different, due to 
the fact that the town on the American side was smaller 
than that on the Mexican of the river and undoubtedly 

the number of refugees was very much larger than at any 


other point on the border. However, even at Eagle Pass 
the situation could have been handled in a more satisfac- 
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tory manner and much more expeditiously, had the authori- 
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ties viewed the situation in a broad-minded manner. 

The report is current in Eagle Pass that the Con- 
stitutionalists will in the near fusure undertake to 
retake Piedras Negras, and in that event, it is probable 
the Federal sympathizers will be seeking refuge in Eagle 


Pass, theugh: not in such great numbers. Before leaving

held in Nuevo Laredo by the railway officials and by them restrained 
from proceeding to the American side; that the Inspector in Charge 
called for the Consul over the telephone and was advised by the lat- 
ter's wife that he had proceeded to the train; that at the same time 
the services of officers of this service were proffered, to assist 
the Consul in landing American refugees by way of the foot-bridge. 
It appears that Mrs. Garrett conveyed this information to her hus- 
band, and that she later advised one of the inspectors on the foot- 


bridge that the Gonsul would be able to land the Ame | refugees 


without the aid of officers of this Service.

Referring to the matter of crossing trains affer dark in 
order to land American refugees, you are advised that on yesterday 
evening the train arrived in Nuevo Laredo, Mex., at 7:30 P.M., Mex- 
ican time. When I eaneed that the train would arrive after dark, © 
I called Consul Garrett by telephone and inquired for the number of 
refugees on the incoming train. He told me that he did not know 
how many were on ohh eekn. but that he would advise me later by 
telephone. When the train arrived the railway officials refused to 
land the train on the American side. I ag*in called Consul Garrett 
and advised Mrs. Garrett, who answered the telephone, the Consul be- 
ing out of reach, having Bone to the train, that as many o*ficers of 
this Service as the Consul desired were at his disposal to help in 
landing the Americans by way ofthe foot bridge. She prorised to ad- 
vise me as soon as she could get into touch with the Consul and she 
later advised Inspector Gilmore, on duty at the foot bridge, that the

Pursuant to instructions contained in telegram received from the gupere 
vising Inspector, El Paso, Texas, directing that I submit an explanation, 
in triplicate, as to why thirty American refugees were held in Nuevo laredo, 
Mexico over night on Friday, the twelfth instant, you are advised that the 
facts are as follows: 

Sometime previous to this date I notified Mr. M. W. Brennan, Customs 
Agent of the National Railways of Mexico, in Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, that 
this Service would not accept second-class alien passengers for medical 
examination by artificial light and that all such arrivals would be re» 
turned to Mexice with instructions to apply for admission during daylight 
hours. Mr. Brennan told me that rather than have the second-class passem 
gere returned to Mexico in the railway company's cars after the first-class 
passengers hats been inspected and landed he would hold the entire train 
in Nuevo Laredo over night whenever it arrived too late to permit a daylight 
medical examination of the second-class alien passengers on the American side. 
He stated that his reasons for so doing were that practically ninety-five 
per cent. of the Mexicans traveled second-class and all Americans first-class; 


that if he landed only first-class alien passengers and Americans after dark

Referring to previous correspondence with reference to the reniehia in- 
flux of refugees at Presidio and La whee. Texas, there is transmitted here=- 
with copies of reports submitted by Inspector Robb, who visited the points 
mentioned. The substance of these reports has already been furnished the Bureau. 

It is probable that it will be necessary to detail an officer to again 
visit Presidio, but at the present time there appears to be no immediate need 
for his services at that point. This office is keeping in close touch with the 


situation and will be guided by apparent demands as to future action.

Persuant to your direction the writer went to Presidio, Texas, 
to assume charge of the temporary port created therejloaving official station 
at 10.PM. of the 6th, ins$sproceeding by way of Marfa. 

Arriving at: Presidio on the evening of the 7th dust; it vas 
learned that none of the Mexicat Federal army had arrived at Ojinagajacross 
the Rio Grande river from Presidio,and a correspongingly border town. It was alse 
learned that Inspectors Caraway and Dixon,who had arrived at Presidion ahead 
of me had mide arrangements with the only: qualified,available phyvician, Dre 
Geo, H. Candlin, to make the physical examination and his services were used 
ae long as necessary for thie purpose but on account of an army physieian, Dr. 
Burneide, Leut,U.S.A., arriving and offering his services and Dr. Candlin being 
employed by the county authorities to make the inspection of all arriving ae 
migrants he, Dr.Candlin was only used three days altogether. 

There sro several fords across the river between Ojinagea and Pre= 
sidio and after making the acquaintance of Capt,Going,U.S.A.,and conferring “ith 
him it was decided to make the less dangerous of them the official pert af entry. 
This is not the nearest crossing between the teo tovns but practically ali cross- 
ing was confined to that point. All the refugees,s0 “or as learned,crossed there. 
A emall office was made by stretching 2 smal! rope around a dry goods box, thus 
spacing off a lit‘le privacy for our vork. 

Early on the morning of the 8th,inst,the Mexican Federal army 
advance guard arrived at Ojinaga and though the place was absolutely deserted 
about two hundred shots were fired,anothor victory achieved snd the city ine 
vestigated. Shortly after the torm was so occupied some of the refugees accom 
pan@ie the army on its trip from Chihuahua apreared on the Mexican side of the 
river,opposite us at ford $3,(The official ford.)and asked the priviledge of 
entering the United States. From this time on @ntil the writer left there for 
Terli there was gore or less crossing at this point all the time during 
official hours,which were established,per the custom at this place,as from 
10.A.M. to 1.P.M. and from 2, P.M. to 5, oPoMe In pacsing it might be well to 
say that breakfast is not served at Presidio# until 9,A.Me,also thet at 5,Pé. 
it is éumBown. The hours the port was open scemed to meet tith the arproval . 
of every body concerned. 

During the stay o” the writer at Presidio before going to Ter- 
lingua;from the 8th, to the 13th,et noonjthore were about 250,refugees.~- — 
all of them from Chihuahua,Mexico,officially inspected and al!- 

Reference is made here strictly to those who vished to go to p 
Preéidio,in the United States. It was noted th-t most of tem 
Fl Paso, Texas. Among the refugees there were railroad men and - f 
merchents; farmers;tankers;professional men and many other vocent ? 


resented: Some had families and some not. They #11 seemed to be in good spirits, 
coneidering the ordeal they had gone through. They had plenty of money and fo-d, 
arpeared to be in good shape. They said they had not suffered on the trip and did 
not appear to have jone 80. There was practically no sighess among them and it 
was not necessary to hold a single board meeting. As thbre seomed to be no hurry 
on the part of most of them to get amy and as they crossed and revrossed to and 
from Mezico,as they were in no danger of their enemy and as there was srrarently 
plenty of food withthem it had been cur purpose to treat them as at other ports 
if it had been necessary in the way of deports,after of course laying their cases 
before your offiee and advising conditions. 

Our work war closely observed by the county authorities of Pre- 
sidio County;gany of the local residents and even some curiosity seckers. The 
writer had made the acquaintance of Sherif’ Chastian and his deputy Mr. Porter, 
ae well as the Mexican Cansul at Marfa, Capt, Mitchell,U.S.A. also at Marfa,who 
wae in charge of the district for the army,as vell as some othere,rcsident of 
Marfa and who secmed to be interested in the arrival of the refugees... Am gaad 
to say that not a single criticism was made of our work so far as I know. Yeo 
were ansisted in every way by everybody who could aid ue and our whole stay 
wae made acs pleasant as the conditions prevailing would sliow. Naturally there 
were a few inconveniences in a little place like Presidio overecrowded as it 
wae by the influx of so many people. 

As atated abcve the vriter left Presidio and did not return 
there until the 2lst, inst, about 5,in the afternoon. At that time the port had 
been closed,after le opportunity had been given al! the refugees to sppear 
for inepection. The Mexican army vas paid off,or partiy so,and in Americ-n moncy, 
on the 2lset,and 22nd. Coneequently there was an unusual amount of crossing to 
and from Presidio bt a careful ~atch and investigation on my part failed to 
develop that any number of people were making their way illegally into the 
United States. It was sé4d they were doing so but to cet anywhere it ~ould be 
necessary for them to go vie Shafter,Tex.to Morfa,Tex. A number were encountered 
by me,some of them walking,some in farm wagons and in other conveyances but not 
one who was questioned,anid I questioned practically a11 met either on the road, 
at Shafter or Manfa,but who had been admitted after inspection at Presidio. 

Sha 
about three br itt miles up the river from Presidio. They were visited per- 
sonally by me on the 22nd, iont,and closely questioned and insepscted. They say 
they will return to Ojinaga as soon as they can. Many of them have homes there 
and all of them have interests in that immedinte vicinity. They are vell and 
in comfortsble circumetences. They vere advised that they would not be allowed 
to go further into the United States as practically none of them had presented 
themselves for inerection at the port. They assert and it deems true,thet they 
don't care to go any further but to remain in refuge ~here they are until they 
can go back to Ojinaga. In holding these people in check ve will be assisted by 
the Customs employees,who visit *' em daily. | 
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From the bai repofts obtainable there are about 3,000. 

Mexican soldiers in Ojinaga. There ic come dnrost among them of course but 
there does not seem to be a great deal of deserting. There are about *he us- 
ual number of "soldaderios" or soldier women among them. These women are, 
however,a better clase than those heretofore encountered by me. Thore are 
also a few refugecs but “or the moct part these people intend to go back to 
points in Moxice,having recovered from their ecare. The number of soldiars 
given may not arproximate the number actually there for no one seams to know 
how many there are in fact. It has been said that not even ths commanders 
know how many men they have. 

Yor they United States there are about 250.men new in Presid‘o. 
Major McNamee is there and Major Brown it in Marfa,or was. The latter in charge 
of the district and the former of affairs at and neer Presidic. 

Ae tc whether there is need of on inspector of our service at 
this point, that is o debateable question. Our army hes made it quite a center 
now and of course there may be an emergency st any time but there doss not seem 
to be an unusual number going from Presidio to interior points,of the aliens, 
who have not passed our inspection. It is said there sre always some of them 
and this seems to be a roasonsble presumption but that there is righ* nor any 
more need of an inspector there than in times rast would herdly hold true ese 
pesial’y in vier of the fact t' st arrangements have been made for your office 
to be advised by Deputy Collector of Customs Weisiger,if there is urgent need 
or if it appears there might be such need. This matter of the presence of an 
inspector o* our service being stationed at Presidio at this time was gone 
over with the people in charge of the various branches of the U.S. services 
and they seem to be divided in thedér opinions. It should be borne in mind that 
news travels very slowly to Presidio and that you are,perhaps,in better posi- 
tion to judge whether such a cource vould be best. It is surrested thet in 
case of an emergency a@ficing ‘rom a battle or the approach of the Constitution 
sliet army a condition might be brought about whwreby i* an inspector were not 
on the ground adverse criticism might hold acsinst us,especial’y if sickness 
should aprear in shape of epidemic or a large number of aliens become a public 
charge temporarilly. In regard to the last prospect please bear in mind former 
edvise,i.e.@ur army will provide if sbso'utely necessary. The reperted advance 
of Villas forces against 0} inage puts a phase on this qu-stion that was not fore 
seen wher it wae decided not to remsin at Presidio longer.

: Ae dirocted ty your ttlegram of the 12th, inst,rsceived by 
the writer at Presidio,Toxzas, abovt noon o° the l3th.,in which it was directed 
that,i’ my presence at Prasidion covld be spared, #4? I go to Terlingua to 
investigate matters relative the at that point of refugees from Mexico. 

The writer left Presidio in the “’irst automobile leaving after receipt of 

your wire as it did not arpear there would be any necessity of a board of 
especial inquiry at Presidio and no other mat‘ers seemed to domand my presonce 
ther atthet time, left Presidio about five in the ovening and arrived at yerfa 
about midenigh*. The next morning went out to the cam- of the soldiers and 
tslked with Captain Mitchel!,per your direction. 

Captain Mitchel! had little to say except that he hsd information 
from Sargent pecker, located at Torlingus, thst os great number of Mexicans vere 
crossing into the United States at Lajitas and Grand Cannon,or Boqui. Sergent 
pecker had only seven men and vas not able to hold them al! but vas doing best 
he could until the arrival of an inspector of our service. As there was no 
hurry for me at that time on accou&® no train for some hours I went with Mr. 
Witchel!,at hie request to moot Major frown,who vas arriving from San Antonio, 
to take charge of the déé$rict. This vas Seperéddodsitunckber-fetterer. 

reaving Marfa on the first train east after seeing Capt. YWitehel? 
went to Alpihe and tosk the mail hack out of there the next morning,drivinge 
ninety miles to Terlingua where arrived about two in the afternoon of the 16th. 
Sev Sargent Becker at once and learned that the tov: of Lajitas was fifteen 
mibes further on, that in fact Terlingus is not on the border at all but is cone 
sidered a border town. Left Terlingua in about an hour for Lajitas,after filing 
a telegram to you in which it «se sugggeted that s temporary port be established 
at Lajitas. pad been ica? to think the people at Lajitas weee wishing to come 
into the United States further then the berder. 

Arrived at Lajitas lete in the evening of the lé6th,inst. It was 
quickly ascertained that the refugeee there wsee resident of towns immediately 
acroes the river,in Mexico,or farmers and ranchors from the vicinity,all living 
in Mexico,who had come to Lejitas on account of the reported outrages of the 
soldiers in the Mexicen army under Mercado,Orosco and qealasar. These refugees 
were passing back and forth across the river and not more than three or four of 
them cared to go any place elee in the United States than Lagjitas,and the ex- 
ceptions only wanted to zo to Terlingua. They were all carefully questioned 
and a complete list made of every refugee at this point, said list is evailable 
if desired but as no port was created it can serve no purpose except to show the 
number of people, their residences 4c.

‘These peop rie, at Lajites were oll hencituase inspected by Dr.Wilson, 
of Berlingva, ind cer ewes healthy. They vere in much bstter shape than the 
refugees coming into Presidio even as they bed not come any great distance, 
were returning by ones and twos to their homes and asttion suptliecs therefrom. 
They had plenty of food and clothing and mony of them had relatives living at 

ajitas. It is thought thet most of them will return to their homes os soon as 
hey are over their present scars. Ao there had not teen any soldiers ston 
near their ranches ac.thoy were beginning to vant to go home and talking of 
doing eo. As said above some had gone back on errands with s»parent safety. 
Of course some of these people had to live in the open but this is not a hard- 
ship,as the writer found,for there was no place else to live,ths ie houses 
being filled « night to overfiowing. It ali appears to bs in the nature 
of a protracted pienic. Music and dancing every nightjpienty ts cat and drink 
ani among friends. 

As soon os possible after the arrival of the Doctor at Lajitas, 
together with several eoldiers the writer vent to Grand Canppn. Left Lajitas 
about 2,PM. of the 17th, inst, and arrived at Grand Canyon sbout 5,°M. Found 
ebout 250, to 300,people camped there. They too came from close by points in 
Wexico and too they did not want to go any place else in this sountry. As 2 
matter of fact they litterally could not zo any other p'see from where troy vere 
excent by horseeback or walking. This pass is impassable to wagons. They were 
enwped in all imaginable places and in many kinds of huts, tents, wagons, caves, 
and some sleeping out on the sands near tho rivor. A fine place tv sltep as 
there is where ve slept that night. The situation was fully gone into with 
a party of eight selected from among thom to explain the situation to the rest. 
They were made to understand that they mst not try to enter the United States 
et other than a port of entry and they all promised to not make any attempt to 
come in from this point. It is my belief they will shortly return to their 
homes and that they are real’y enjoying the outing they are having. They have 
not the variety of ford the others have tut they have plenty of corn,therefors 
tortillas,and plenty o” meat. There sre about 1500.goats in several herds on 
the river banka on the Mexican side. One enterprising young man from San Cariloe 
had eet up a ema)ll store, his gocds being mens clothing and some bolts of cloth 
suitadle for clothing. In one cave there was = seving mashine,a typerriter, 

a phonograph anc other modern machines. 

A verbal report was made to Captain Mitchell et Presidio after my 
return there as he is the ‘Ceptain of the trocp from “hich these soldiers sta- 
tioned at Terlingua came. 

From Grond Canyon we went back to Terlingva via the short cut, "Smugr- 
lers Trail". The Doctor went and came via Lajitas as he would not pase over 
thie trail. All.aleins at Grand Cunyen were certified healthy by Dr.Wilson. 

Arrived at Terlingua about the same time the mail came in contcining 
your letter directing when finished to return to Presidio. So returned at once 
leaving, firet automobile after receipt of your —s

Supplementing my letter of the 13th instant with reference to the arrival at 
this port of a number of refugees of the Spanish race, it is desired to say that 
the writer attended a directors’ meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, held Saturday 
evening, the 13th instant, which was called for the purpose of considering a re- 
quest made by representatives of the refugees to the effect that the Chamber of 
Commerce aid them toward securing such recognition from the State Department as 
might be proper with the view of protecting their interests in cethedvens A 
number of the refuzees were present and recited in detail the conditions in Chi- 
huahua which made it necessary for them to leave that point, and the reasons there- 
for are substantially as reported in my letter above referred to. 

Naturally the arraignment by the Spaniards of the forces now in charge of 
Chihuahua was very severe, and if their statements can be relied upon a reign of 
terror exists in that city. After listening to the statements of the Spaniards 
and discussing the matter at some length the Chamber of Commerce sent the follow 
ing telezgram to the Secretary of State:

Many of them 
would be in destitute circumstances but they have formed a 
common purse and are taking care of their whole number. Thanks 
to your good offices and the offer of the Red Cross Society no 
immediate destitution is feared. The people of this city would 
not permit them to suffer, 

The Spanish residents of Chihuahua under order of pro= 
visional Constitutionalist authorities have fled to this border 
under threat of death if*they remained. They have been com 
g pelled to abandon homes, stores and property of every descrip- 
| | tion. Can you not direct Consul Letcher acting individually 
a or in concert with other Consuls at Chihuahua to take under 
us : their protection property of the Spanish residents at Chi- 

a huahua? There has been no Spanish Consul in Chihuahua since June. 
Under existing conditions prompt action necessary to prevent 
total confiscation and destruction of property. We are advised 
H. that neither Consuls nor anyone else can send cipher telecrams 
from Chihuahua." 


There is no doubt that the Spaniards were compelled to leave Thihuahua, but 
whether the lives and property of other nationalities are in any way endancered 
it is impossible for this office to even hazard a guess, as there have been no 
arrivals of other nationalities from el A number of aliens of Italian, 
Greek and French racesarrived at the border during the early morning of the 14th 
; instant from Torreon, and while they report that they were not compelled to leave 
the country, they stated that conditions were in such an unsettled state and the 
future so uncertain that their diplomatic representatives had advised them to 


leave Mexico. The following table will show the number of arrivals by races

With further reference to the expected influx of alien refugees at Presidio, 
Texas, and supplementing my letter of the 12th instant, it is desired to state 
that up to and including the 14th instant 131 additional alien refugees have been 
admitted at the point stated, all of whom belong to the better classes and were 
in possession of sufficient funds to meet their immediate needs. Among the number 
admitted was the entire postal force of Chihuahua, who proceeded immediately to 
Laredo, Texas, to pass out at that point. Prior to the arrival of the federal 
troops at Ojinaga a considerable number of the residents of that town sought 
temporary refuge on the Americm side, but most of them have at this time retumed 
to their Gi Mexican General Mercado arrived in Ojinaga during the afternoon 
of the 13th instant and was accompanied by approximately 200 refugees, and it is 
assumed that a majority of those referred to above as having been admitted with- 
in the past few days belong to his party. 

It is reported that the food supply in Ojinaga is very low, and on that ac- 
count the "soldier" women attached to the Mexican army are being permitted to come 
to Presidio under necessary restrictions in order to purchase supplies, but all 
are being required to return. It does not appear that many inadmissible aliens 
are applying for admission as refugees. The situation does not appear as alarming 


as the newspaper reports indicated at the time the movement started from Chihualue. 
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It is reported that the refugees consisted largely of merchants, bankers, law 
yers and saci . 

In this connection it may be stated that under date of the 12th instant 
this office received advices from the Captain of the Fourteenth Cavalry, stationed 
at Marfa, Texas, to the effect that 150 refugees were reported to be at La Jitas, 
Texas, Which is located approximately 100 miles east of Presidio, and in order 
to determine the exact situation an inspector was detailed to proceed to that 
paint. No advices have as yet been received for the reason that telegraphic 
communication cannot be had with La Jitas and the mail service is very in. In- 
structions have been issued to the officer detailed to visit that point to direct 
the aliens to return to Mexico unless some unusual situation should arise, in 
which event he will communicate with this shite: | 

By way of general interest, Inspector Robb, at that time at Presidio, re- 
ported under date of the llth instant that there was every reason to believe that 
the federal forces will make a stubborn effort to retain possession of Ojinaga, 
as they assert that that point mst be held so that they may have a port of entry 
upon the American acta However, information is necessarily very meager, and 
usually conflicting. There are unconfirmed reports to the effect that the rebel 
forces have attacked the federals in the vicinit. of Ojinaga, but it is impossible 
to secure any definite or authentic advices in this respect.

With reference to the situation’ at Presidio, Texas, and confirming telerram 
of yesterday, I have the honor to report that the refugees arriving with Ceneral 
Mercado began their entry into the United States this morning, and the passing 
continued until about 5 p.m. in the afternoon; one hundred and eleven being 
passed and carded during the entire day. 


Reports of reasonable authenticity have been received to the effect that 
many of the refugees wio arrived yesterday are still in Ojinaga, but whether it 
is their intention to cross to this side or remain in that town, it has been im- 
possible to definitely ascertain? 


All of the aliens so far admitted, with the exception of one or two families, 
have been of the better class, having sufficient funds and being destined to in- 
terior points. With a view to defeatinz any attempt on the part of some of the 
refugees giving their destination as Presidio, all of this class whose actions 
give rise to the belief that they intended to go into the interior and not im 
mediately return to Mexico as they had stated, have been manifestedin the regular 
way. So: far, it has not been necessary to convene a board of special inquiry in 
any case, 


All during today, soldiers’ wives have crossed the river and made applica~ 
tion for permission to visit Presidio for the purpose of making purchases, claim- 
ing that they have been practically without food for some three days, and that 
it is impossible for them to secure food stuffs in sufficient quantities in 
Ojinaga. In the name of humanity this privilege was granted to such of these 
women as passed satisfactory.examination, and in.a@il cases wicre this privilece 
was extended the wouen have returned in the course of an hour or two. Naturally, 
prople of this class were not placed in tie category of refugees, and no record 
has been made of their entry. 

So far as practicable, the services of the Army Medica} Surgeon have been 
utilized in the medical exaaination of the refugees, during the absence of Dr. 
Geo, ti, Cahdlin, who has already been nominated to act in the capacity of medical 
examiner, Ac yet, it has not been necessary to establish a refugeo camp of any 
kind, ! 

For your information, it might be well tc montion that a courier “rom the 
Rebel forces has just arrived with a revort that the Constitvtionalist forces will 
reach “La Mula", a point about 30 miles from Ojinaga, some time tomorrow, and | 
that by Tuesday will be in position around Ojinaga to terin the attack on that 


town, which, it is »resumed, will commence Wednesday, This report, however, has 
been received from a Rebel source, and I am not in a position to vouch for the 


truth of the same. —

In acknowledgment of Department telegram of even date, stating that advices 
had been received from the American Consul in Chihuahua regarding 300 Spanish 
refugees from that place, who left for El Paso on the 12th instant accompanied 
by 60 disarmed Mexican federal soldiers and their families who were desirous of 


rejoining their comand near Ojinaga, and directing full advices by mail, it is 


. desired to state that the party referred to arrived at Juarez this morning and 


Spaniards to the number of 320 inmediately applied for adnission. As all of then 
were in possession of anple funds to provide against their becoming a public 
charge, and es they were otherwise adnissible, they were promptly landed. It may 
be stated in this connection that most of the Spaniards were representative 
business men of Chihuahua and were well vouched for by various representative 
business men of El Paso who had had businees dealings with them, and the Hl Paso 
Board of Trade took charge of the party and assisted in locating the refugees 
about the city until they can determine what course they will pursue toward re~ 
turning to their homes and business in Chihuahua. 

The writer talked with a number of the refugees, and it was stated that 
shortly after "General" Villa occupied Chihuahua he called a meeting of the 
Spanish residents of that city and notified them to immediately leave it and 


fixed a limit of ten days within which he desired then to depart, indicating that 
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he would be pleased if they would leave sooner. This ultimatum wes given to 
then under penalty of death, and it is stated that "General" Ville publicly pro- 
Claimed that he would give asylum to the people of any nationality except the 
Speniarés. A number of the Spaniards are reported to be very wealthy, and it 

is stated that their property has been confiscated, and whether they can recover 
the same is, of course, problematical. 

With reference to the federal soldiers it is desired to say that they also 
made application for adnission with the view of proceeding through the United 
States to C. P. Diaz. The military authorities were advised of their arrival, 
and the commanding officer, General, Scott, decided that he could not grant the 
request in view of his instructions with reference to such cases. The comnand- 
ing officer of the Mexican soldiers, and also the Mexican Consul stated that if 
the soldiers renained in Juarez their lives were in danger and on that account 
asked asylum, and they have just been pernitted to come over the river and are 
now, at 4.40 Pole , in front of the office and our soldiers will take charge of

ly after the strike began among the coal miners in Colorado this office took 
such steps as was possible to ascertain if Mexican aliens particularly were 
shipped to that State to work in the mines. The primary object of such cource 
was to determine whether strikebreakers were being imported in violation of the 
immigration laws, but so far nothing has been discovered which would indicate 
that there is any movement on foot having as its object the importation of strike- 
breakers from Mexica. However, quite a number of Mexican aliens have been 
shipped out of El Paso for points in Colorado, and it is believed that this of- 
fice knows of every shipment nihe: Such persons, however, were either local 
residents of El Paso or had been working in the interior of the country and re- 
turned to El Paso and subsequently were shipped out to work in the mines in

They 
have been very celetialy medically inspected. The only other occasion when 
detention camps were established was early in October at Eagie Pass and Del Rio, 
but so far as the health of the general public in this country is concerned, it 


is believed that every precaution was taken to prevent a <pread of disease, and 


in addition, so far as is known, none of the aliens who were admitted to the 


United States from these camps went to Colorado, although a small number did go

It is desired to assure the Bureau at this time that although humane con-

Thereon the Bureau addressed a letter to the Surgeon-General, U.S. Pub- 
lie Health Service, under date of February 4th, forwarding a copy of the 
communication from our officer at Ei Paso and requesting that such ac- 
tion be taken as might be deemed proper with a view to reimbursing the 
physician. As no advices to the contrary have been received, it is 
presumed that payment wili be made in due course.

F Having observed the Associated Press dispatches in an issue of a local 
newspaper under date of the 25th instant, indicating that Chinese residents of 
Cananea had been stoned by a mob and apparently driven from that point in numbers, 
d the Naco office was requested to furnish any information it might have upon the 
subject. Copy of a report submitted under date of the 26th instant from said 
office in reference to the matter, the contents of which are self-explanatory, is 
herewith enclosed. 

The incident is illustrative of the disturbed conditions in Mexico 
virtually contiguous to the border, and while the demonstration against the 
Chinese at Cananea and the excitement incident thereto have apparently subsided, 
it is quite possible that there may be a renewal of the outbreak at any time, in 
Which event numbers of Chinese refugees may be expected to apply for protection 
at Naco or Nogales, Arizona. If the Service is confronted with such a contingency, 
it will of course take such action as may bs deemed appropriate, as has been cus-

Replying to your letter of the 25th inst., No.5032/6, regarding the 
newspaper report that Chinese residents of Cananea, Sorora, Mexico, have 
been stoned by @ mob and driven from that place, you are respctiully ad- 
vised that I have this date talked with Mr. Chas. L. Montague, Acting Con- 
cular Agent at Cananea, Sonora, relative to the matter, and in substance 
his report ae made over the telephone is as follows: 

Ur. Wontague stated that he had just received a telograga from the 
State Department asking for a full report relative to the disturbance, and 
also inetructing ae to what course to pursve in the event that the trouble 
should break out again in more sericus fora. 

It appears that on the 24th inst. there wae & conspiracy put in siotion 
at Cananea by o certain woman, who is reported ae a vile undesirable person 
but who is the President of the Yousn's Union at that ppace. She g=thered 
crowls and hagangued them on the streote, and at first incited them against 
ali foreigners, but after a time directed her energy and efforts againet the 
Chinese only. She stated that she had aprealed to the Government to expel 
the Chinese, but thet it had taken no action, eo she and her women followers 
were going to take the matter into their own hands and drive all the Chinese 


out of Cananea, to a place neurby, the Duluth Mine, and appealed to the public 
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to ase her in thie work. Several hundred men joined the movement, but the 


wonen. ‘were the ringleaders. 


the mob, for such it then wae, a made a demonsteation and broke into a 


rami! 


Chinese laundry, robbing it of all the customers’ laundry as well as the clothes 
end. persona! effects of the Chinese occupants, and troke al] the furniture and 
windows and doors. - They also took three (3) Chinese men into their charge and 
paraded the streete with them. A demand was mde on the authorities to stop 

the demonstration, but the police seemed powerless to accomplish anything. 
Finally Mr. Wontague telegraphed to the Governor of Sonora and he ordered out 
the troops to quell the disturbance. At first the troops merely walked along 
side of the mob without interfereing, but at last they dispersed the crowd and 
caused the release of the three Chinese who had been at the mercy of the mod 

for two of three hours. 

Mr. Montague wae informed it was because the moving spirits were women, 
that more inetant and drastic action wae not taken, and he was assured that 
no further demonstration would be permitted by the Government. 

Mr. Montague heard some of the speeches made to the mob, so he c&n spoak 
with authority concerning these matters. He also stated that anyone witnessing 
the scene on disturbance on the afternoon of the 24th, would have been justi- 
fied in sending out an alarming report of the affair, tho the press dispatches 
Os a rhle exagrerated the events considerably. He ejed that for a time the 
situation looked yery ugly, and there was no telling how it would all end. 

The State Department, it appears, hae given Mr. Montague instructions 
that in case of urgent need he will give protection to all Chinese persone, 
and escort them to the Line where arrangements will be wade for their care 
end disposition. While everything is again aprarently quiet in Cananea, it 


cannot be predicted how long peaceab'ie conditions will continue.

Referring to previous correspondence, Pureau fil Mo .53108 /71 with regard 


to the influx of refugees at Presidio, Texas, there is transmitted here~ 
with, in duplicate, report of Inspector Ceorge J. Harris who was detailed 
to proceed to Presidio and take charge of the situation at that point, 
Which finally resulted in the Mexican federal soldiers seokine asylum in © 
the United States and being interned at Fort Pliss, Texas. The report 
quite comprehensively covers the matter and recites quite a cineae of 
interesting incidents crowing out of this unusual occurrence. This ree 
‘port would have been suhwitted some time acc, but Mr. Harris has been so 
engeged that it has been practically impossible for him to prepare the 
same before this time. The said officer handled the trying situation at 
Presidic in an admirable manner, and it is believed that he disposed of 
it in the only manner possible considering the unusual circumstances, 
"Reference is made in the report, to the tentative employment of 
Dr. George H. Candlin who inspected all aliens who were admitted. This 
office is confident that this action on the part of Inspector Uarris was 
the ‘only practicable thing to do under the circumstances, as had the 
services of any other physician bean secured the residents of that local-

“aliens, it will be observed that they were supplied with sufficient funds 

_ to meet immediate needs » and generally speaking they were, according to 
Inspector Harris, the better class of aliens and who would, under ordinary 
circumstances, be desirable acquisitions to this country. It would have 
been almost ridiculous to have made any attempt to cause these aliens to 
proceed to a regular port of entry, and apply for admiesion, as they simply 
could not have been returned to Mexico for this purpose as many of them, no 
seis. would have been shot; therefore, under the circumstances, the only 
practical thing to do was to admit those who were admissibie, and in order 
to legalize the action attends taken, it is recommended that Presidio be 
designated as a port of entry covering the period of January 1 to January © 
15, 1914, inclusive. 

As stated in the report of Inspector "arris, the military refugees, 
including their wives and children (and it wight be stated incidentally, a 
considerable number of cthere who in all probability were not attached to 
the military) were conveyed to Fort Bliss for internment, and at the pres- 
ent time there are, approxinately, fifty-two hundred people at the Fort 
(the exact figures as to the number are not available, although the same 
could be secured without.much difficulty); it is understood that tere are 
approximately twelve hundred women and children in charge of the nuilitary 


at Fort Bliss, and as Teneral Scott, Commanding Officer, has stated to the 
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writer that the military could not forcibly detain the women and chil- 
dren in the event they desire to leave the camp, and as this office 
recognizes that it would be detrimental to this community if the women 
and children were turned loose upon it, arrangements have been perfected 
with General Scott whereby an inspector of this service will be stationed 
at the detention camp in order that all women and children who may desire 


to leave the same uy be properly inspected and their aduwissibility de- 


termined. In view of the fact that these aliens have been under restraint 


since they crossed the border, it is felt that it would be entirely approe 
priate to pase upon their cases and treat them as applicants for admission. 
In all such cases it is intended to notify those who are inadmissiole that 
they will have to appear before a board of special inquiry at the inmicra- 
tion station (to which place they will, of course, be conveyed) and that 

in all probability the board will exclude and return them to llexico. It 

is understood that the women and children may ren@in in the military deten- 
tion camp so long as the soldiers are detained, and it is intended to give 
the women the option of remainine there or be excluded and deported to 
fexico if they insist upon baining their liberty.

There is submitted herewith report relating to certain ob- 
servations made by the writer during his recent visit in Presidio, 
Texas, ond results accomplished at that point, pursuant to your 
letter of the 19th ultimo, Jo. 5009/190. 

Before even attempting to enter upon any detailed discussion 
of the recent influx at Presidio of refugees, the internment of that 
portion of them belonging to the Zwexican Federal army, and the re- 
sultent problems which confrontes thie cervice, it would perhaps be 
well to briefly narrate some of the events which led up to and, par- 
tially et least, served to bring about the condition of affairs 
alluded to. 

Following the evacuation of Chihuahua, sexico, by the Mexican 
Federal forces under the command of General “Wercado, a practically 
forced earch was mode by the retreating army towards Ojinege, a little 
Mexican border town of aiiie 2,009 inhabitants located on the Rio 
grande opposite Presidio, Texas, about 225 miles southeast of il 
Paso and 67 miles south of Marfa, Texas, the nearest railroad point. 

Ojinaga, once gained, offered to the retreating forces several 
distinct advantages. The Rebels could only reech it after an arduous 
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march from Chihuahua through om already practically devastated 
country, and from Juarez through a desert region, and in attacking 

a defeat would prove extremely disastrous. The Federal forces after 
succeeding, as they aid, in gaining this refuge, were in a position 
to draw their supplies, forage and food from Presidio, ond thus for- 
tified, to indefinitely withstand a siege, providing of course their 
amunition held out, and if the worst came, were assured of immunity 


from capture and possible execution by simply retreating to American 


| soil. 


Accompanied by inspector T. M. Gourley, the writer proceeded 
via the G. H. & S. A. Reilway from £1 “aso on the night of January 3, 
1914, enroute to lresidio, leaving his official station et 10:20 P.M. 
Marfa, Texas, was reached at 5:00 A.M. the following day (Sunday). 

Lt was later ascertained that on the preceding afternoon practically 
everyone in town who could command an automobile or other suitable 
conveyance had departed for Presidio in anticipation of a big battle 
at Ojinaga. Inspector Gourley's brother, however, es it fortunate- 
ly transpired, lived just a few miles out of Marfa and he consented 
to convey us to Presidio in his touring car. 

The enforced delay at Marfa wee, however, not without advan- 
tage, as it afforded the writer an opportunity to inquire into local 
conditions in respect to refugees, numbers of whom - alleged to be 
destitute - had for some days beon making the town their temporary 
residence. ir. W. A. Kerr, County Commissioner, and Dr. «ahon, 


County Health Officer, were interviewed. Although neither of 
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these gentlemen seemed able to point to any specific cuses of des- 
titution, they both professed to believe that unless the movenent 
were checked, it would be but a short time before starvation over- 
took a nwaber of the refugees and that depredations would: then 
naturally follow. Their chief concern, howgver, seemed to be the 
fear of an outbreak of small pox or other epidemic. it is almost 
needless to say, in the light of later events and particularly the 
precautions adopted at Presidio, that their fears were not realized. 
Before passing on to a discussion of other matters, it night be said 
also that the situation at Marfa was at no time as serious ar one 
might have been led to believe from newspaper reports. 

We left Marfa at about 10 o'clock in the forenoon of January 
4th and reached Shafter at about one o'clock, where we had dinner. 
At about 2:30 o'clock, after about an hour's steady run south through 
the mountains, wo could distinctly hear the booming of big guns in 
the distance. At about three o'clock a point on the road was 
reached commanding an inspiring panoramic view of the country for 
miles surrounding Ojinaga. 4 battle was in progress and apperently 
ot its height. Uundrede of people could be seen along both banks of 
the Rio Grande, afoot and mounted, rushing hither and thither, al- 
though clouds of dust in the river bottoms obscured our vision to 
such an extent as to render it difficult to determine just what was / 
actually happening. The lines of Federal cavalry which had gone 
out from Ojinaga to meet and ongazge the advencing Rebel forces, were 


plainly visible on a rolling plateau several miles outside of Djinaga. 
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Here occurred one of the most, if not the most, gallant and spectac- 
/ular engagements of the revolution. Three times the iederal cav- 
alry charged a ridge without success. It looked like annihilation 
to persist; but, rallying their forces, the Yederals made another 
dash up the long incline and this time victory crowned their gallan- 
try. | The Rebels were swept from their position, end both pursued 
and pursuers were soon lost to view. 

The day was perfect, clear and sumy, ond from our position 
it was at times difficult to realize that the scenes being enacted 
were those of actual warfare. Through it all ran the rattle of 
rifle fire, at times almost a roar, punctuated every moment or two 


by the report of a big gun -- first a puff of white smoke marking 


the location of the picce, then another marking the spot where tho 


shell exploded, then the initial report. 

After observing the battle for porhaps a half or three quar- 
ters of an hour, we proceeded towards Yresidio. Arriving at the 
outskirts of the town we were met by Inspector Ww. H. Robb and in- 
mediately proceeded on a trip of inspection to acquaint ourselves 
with actual conditions and to formulate plans of procedure. The 
environs of Presidio were fairly swarming with the women ond chil- 
dren of the Mexican Federal soldiers, some of whom had sought safety 
in flight to this side prior to, and others during, the engagemont. 

After securing sleeping nocommodetions for the night, we pro- 
ceeded in company with Inspector Robb to a point about e mile out- 


side of town where non-combatant refugees, consisting mainly of 
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women and children, to the number of about 2,000, hod been previously 
concentrated by inspector Robb. This camp was located in an arroyo, 
or dry river bed, which with many windings led to the Rio Grande. 
It was quickly observed that the site selected was an ideal one, of- 
fering as it did shelter from stray shot, accessibility to wood and 
water, and protection to the residents of “residio from the oommuni- 


cation of contagious diseases. 


after satisfying himself that the best possible disposition 


in the circumstances hed been made by inspector Robb of the refugees 
who hed previously sought asylum, the question to be next decided was 
how best to effect the removal to the camp of the later arrivals, 


also the means to employ to render the concentration effective. tith 


but three Imiewation men on the ground, the solution of these questions 
without aid from other sources seemed, and 1 am sure would have proved, 


hopeless. 
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i The writer as quickly as possible sought and obtained an inter- 


view with Major licNemee in comand of the “nited States Troops, and 
. after making his identity and mission known, proceeded at that of- 

ficer's suggestion to outline a plan whereby, with assietance from 

the army, the situation could be controlled from an Immigration stané- 
‘ point. The Kajor seemed loath at first to consent to the detail- 
ment of any soldiers in his command to assist in the plans proposed, 
steting - in effeot - that owing to ite limited numbers his command 
wes at best barely sufficient to meet the demands made upon it from 
a military standpoint; end, in any event, that he entertained serious 
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doubts as to the propriety of soldiers' undertaking functions which, 
under the lew, appeared to him to come exelusively within the province 
of Immigration officials. The writer explained the total inadequacy 
of our force to cope with the emergency that existed and emphasized 
the necessity for the establishment of restrictions which would pre- 
vent the unchecked spread over the country and into the interior of 
destitute and, in many instances, diseased aliens. The Xajor was 
assured by the writer that he vould assume entire responsibility, and 
thet any soldiers detailed to assist would act morely in the capacity 
of guards to enforce the orders of the impigration officers; that we 
would take the lead and would merely ask that the army stand behind 

us and enforce such regulations as the situation demanded. The writer 
suggested the detailment of six soldiers (the smallest number in his 
judgment capable of rendering effective aid) at a point near the con- 
centration camp in addition to the regular guard already maintained at 
the north of town; that the nev sentry post should be established at 

a point which would command roads between the concentration camp and 
the town proper of ?residio, and also travel to shafter, warfa, and. 
interior points, es well as travel from the river crossing. it wes 
proposed that one Immigration officer should be stationed at this point 
continuously. it wos furthermore proposed thet one Imsigration officer 
be stationed continuously at the other sentry post. it wes felt that 
this arrangement, if adopted, would effectually prevent the ingress of 


undesirables into the interior ond, at the same time, control the con- 
centration carp. 
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The writer, after considerable discussion, apparently without 
making the impression desired, resorted to a personal appeal and suo- 
ceeded finally in partially gaining the dajor's consent to an approval > 
of the plone outlined. After a discussion extending over perhaps two 
hours, Wajor McNamee agreed to attend a conference on the following 
morning at which it was suggested all officials, *ederal, State, and 
County, then in Presidio, as well as representatives of the hed Crose, 
should be present. The writer that night personally interviewed 
these various officials and secured promises from them to attend. 

At ten o'clock the following morning the meeting was called 
to order in Spencer's store. There were present Major cNamee, his 
Adjutant, Captain Lear; County Sheriff Chastian; ir. George E. Vandlin, 
Assistant County Health Officer; ir. 0'C nnor, Red Cross representative; 
Dr. Breden, Red Cross <urgeon; the Sexican Consul; and the writer. 
iajor UcNamee presided and outlined the moasures which hed been pre- 
viously discussed by us for controlling the situation, agreeing upon 
hie part to furnish the Immigration Service vith a detnil of soldiers 
to enforce its regulations. It was agreed that refugees should not 
leave the concentration camp for town without permizsion of an immi- 
gration officer, it being understood thet they vould be permitted this 
privilege only for the purpose of securing supplies, snd that none of 
them could loave for interior points without passing a civil and modji- 
cal inspection. it was fur ther egreed that refugees of the latter 
Glass «and especially those who might heve been exposed to smell pox, 
should be vaceinated;7 in any event, that vaccination of all refugees

should proceed as rapidly as possible lt seemed to be the sence 
of the mesting that Dr. George #}. Candlin, the Assietant County health 
Officer, was the proper and logical medical officer to assist this 
Service in its work, and the corps of Red Cross physicians agreed to 
take over for medical attention all those who might require their ser- 
vices. The sheriff expressed himself as heartily in sympathy with 
eli the plans and details, sus did also the County Health Officer. 

it wis oxpleined to the wexican Consul thet the presence in Presidio 
of so large a number of apparently destitute refugees was 6 menece to 
the good health and well-being of the com unity, and his cooperation 
was asked to the end that they might be returned to dievico as rapidly 
es circumstances would pernit. The dexican Consul agreed to the 
plene proposed and issued a manifesto to liexican citizens in Presidio 
Calling upon them to be obedient to constituted avt)ority es represent- 
ed by the various officers, military and civil, then in ’residis, and 
partioularly to make no attempt to leave the vicinity for interior | 
points without permission of the immigration authorities. Ee waived 
in behalf of Mexican citizens the usual formalities observed in deal- 
ing with aliens seeking either temporary or permanent residence in 
this country, asking only thet asylum be granted in the face of actual 
danger, and that those Uexican citizens found upon examination to be 
admissible under the immigration -~aws be permitted to proceed to 
points in the interior if they desired to do so, in the same manner 
as would the citizens of any other country under normel conditions. 


The Mexican Coneul was personally assured by me that no hareh or 


—erbitrary treatment wus for & moment contemplated, nor would any such 
be tolerated, and advised that while Presidio was not a reguierly con- : 
stituted port of entry «and notwithstanding the fact that the refugees 
then there were in the United States without inspection and, tl ere- 
fore, unlawfully, no compulsion would be exercised in effecting their 
return; and furthermore that the conditions then obtaining being un- 
usval, an exigency existed which it wos felt made necessary the 


adoption of unusual and somewhat informal methods; that those re- 


fugees found after examination to be admissible would be treated as 
applicants for admission and permitted to proceed, and that all others 
‘ would be expected, as fast as circumstances would permit, to volun- 
tarily return to Ojinage. The conference adjourned following the 

: adoption of the various plans referred to, with assurance of coopera- 


tion from all present. 


The writer imsediately proceeded to the selection of a site 
for Immigretion headquarters. « large army tent wus at once set up, 
a detail of soldiors »rovided, and the actusel work of putting into 
effect the restrictions ané reguistions set in motion. & descrivotion 
of the details of the vrork from this point on would vith but few ex 
ceptions, it is fesred, prove uninteresting and consume an unwarranted 


amount of time. It seems cufficiont to say that the purpose® in view 
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r were successfully saccomplished. The modical examination, vaccination 
and civil inspection of those refugecs desiring to proceed to interior 
points, progressed steadily from this time on and with ss much dis- 
patch as the limited force available permitted. in the main, those 
non-combatant aliens fount physiceliy fit and financially qualified 
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who desired to proceed to points in the interior of the United States, 
were permitted to do so and were provided with passes in each instance 
signed by an Immigration officer and countersigned by the Assistant 
County physician. The counter-signature of the County medical of- 
ficer was~ deemed advisable as a safeguard against possible later 
criticism of County and State officials who might feel constrained 
to complain that their communities were being subjected to contagion 
by diseased aliens. In order to reuch Marfa and interior points, 
the aliene were of necessity, owing to the topography of the country, 
compelled to proceed along a Gertain route, striking the beunteta 
trail northward at a point about two miles distant from residio. 
Here inspector Robb with e detachment of soldiers wis constantly on 
duty, and ell travelers - United States citizens excepted - were re- 
quired to produce and surrender the passes referred to. A card 
record was likewise prepered and retained in respect of each alien 
passed. Travel from the concentration camp to Immigration head- 
quartere and to the town of Presidio wes permitted only betveen the 
hours of six A.w. and six P.M., ond travel to interior points in the 
United States efter six P.M. was discouraged es much as possible. 
inspectors Gourley, Buttner and myself, with the soldiers on duty, 
slept end worked in the Immigration headquarters tent and relieved 
each other, of course, as necessity required. After ten o'clock at 
night the soldiers were instructed to permit no one to pase in eny 
direction except for Ojinage unless provided with passes, and imany 


case where there existed the slightest doubt es to what action should 
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be taken, to arouse one of us. Zach evening,, inepector Gourley, 
Inspector Buttner (who later wes detailed from il Peso), and myself 
made a tour of inspection of the concentration camp and endeavored to 
persuade the refugees to return to Ojinaga, assuring them et the same 
time thet they might again come to the American side at eny moment — 
they felt themselves in danger. This plan upon the whole worked 
very successfully and on January 9th, the day preceding the last battle 
of Ojinaga, the concentration camp was slmost deserted. On that day, 
however, the return movement began and in less than twelve hours the 
arroyo was again filled with a mess of humanity, vith all their world- 
ly possessions, horsee, sagons, burros, doge, etc. 

J@ should be stated that the so-called destitution of the re- 
fugees, which at first gave rise to such grave concern, was demonstrat- 
ed to be more apperent than real. it, in fact, w.s a never-failing 
pource of surprise to note the comparative plentitude of money possess - 
ed a8 a rule by even the humblest of these people. Only in exception 
al cases were they without means with which to purchase immediate 
necessities, and in those cases their fellow refugees came to their 
rescue. A trip through the arroyo at night among these people 
presented ao scene which the writer will certainly never forget. 

Here were hundreds and hundreds of camp-fires, each with its little 
group of refugees, moetly women and children, the former vith but 

few exceptions busily engaged in the preparation of food in some form. 
It seemed to the writer that the women were never idle; it mattered 


not at what hour one might visit this picturesque camp, the women 
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would be found either making or baking “tortillas”, grinding corn with 
crude stone implements (matates), talking and laughing the while ap- 
parently without thought of the tragedies left behind or of what the 
future held in store. There were thore whose husbands, fathers, 
brothers, or sons might never be seen agsin -- with come it wes a 
certainty. Here and there little altars had been hollored out of 
the earth walle of the arroyo and, in these, candles shed flickering 
rays on tiny crucifixes or bright-colored lithographs, emblematic of 
the faith of these people. The philosophy - it might almost be said 
fatelism - of these people was a revelation; they seemed to accept 
whatever came as a Matter of course without repining. ignorant as 
a whole, end simple as children, they seemed to have no concern beyond 
supplying their immediate physical needs. Their ingenuity in resorting 
to make-ehifts, the utilization of whetever chance, cherity, or msayhap 
their own enterprise threw in their wey, wee o constent source of sur- 
prise and interest. Then it is remembered, however, that the mejor- 
ity of these people are virtually Indians, their resourcefulness, 
ingenuity, ability to live on practically nothing, their powers of 


resistance to disease and exposure (which by the way rould unquestion- 


ably under the same circumstances have decimated our ;omen ané chil- 


dren), ere not surprising. The same is true of their aprerent 
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stoical indifference to the pitiful tragedy of their lives. Many of 
them have never known enything different; they cre inure? to herdship 


and aocept good fortune or ill apparently with equal iniifference. 
Only once did the writer hear any repining. One old woman told us 
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she would be glad when the war was over and they could rest in peace; 
that the men thought of nothing but fight, fight, fight, ali the time, 
end thet she for one was “heartily sick of it. There is no doubdt that 
this women voiced the feelings of thousands of unprotesting women folk 
of her kind. Thousands of these are of necessity compelied to fol- 
low their men folk in the army. There is no other course open to 
them; they are the real burden-bearers and the ones upon whom the 
haeréships groving out of the conflict fall heaviest. The men ride | 
ana fight, loot and kill, while their physical needs are ministered 

to by their women. The latter do the foraging; in fect, at times, 
constitute the only commissary, ani woe betide the woman who rebels;- 
she is treated with even less consideration than the horse of her 


master. But they seldom rebel; they know nothing different; they 


have lived thue for ages and, with it all, sere apparentiy happy, or 
at least not discontent. 1 wondered what these women would say 
i? asked whet they thought about “votes for women". 

On the day following the establishment of military patrols and 
the 4+mmigration hendcuarters, assisted by a detail of troops the writer 
in company with inspectors Gourley and Robb supervised the removal of 

 gll stray refugee equatters in the town proper of rresidio. A smell— 


pox isolation camp was likewiee established near the river about a 
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mile ‘istant from the concentration camp. Here six cases of the dis- 
ease were taken care of. One man died; there was considerable dis- 
cussion as to who should bury him and who would pay the expenser, 

‘ guestions the solution of which, had it been left to official formulae, 
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would doubtless have resulted in the body remaining in ‘efinitely 
unceared for. The question was put up to me. iUy-aévice vas to bury 
- the remains, cemotery or no cemetery, coffin or no coffin, permit or 
no permit, to bury the remains, get them under-ground and do it at 
once before they further menaced the health of the community. This 
was dione end done that night. Spades were provided, come idle ex- 
iecans were commandeered and put to work. 

As has slready been stated, in the jays following ny arrival et 
Presidio and preceding the fall of Ojinaga, every effort was” directed 
towards securing the voluntary return to thet plece of those refugees 
found really destitute, and with gratifying success. in the period 

January 5th to 15th and for the three daye preceding my arrival, 
there were examined and edimitted a total of 536 elion refugees, pre- 
senting an aggregate of $22,296.50, or on average of 141.04 per capita, 
men, women end children. The examinations rere in all instances 
searching and, in many cases, re wuired the exercise of much patience. 
Many of these refugees utterly refused to return to “exico and in some 
instances appeared to havo no definite plens in view respecting their 
future. In such cases, the +mmigration officers were of necorssity 
forced to sect in the role of counsellors and to direct the applicants 
socording to what seemed best for their welfare. “he first point 
sought to be determined wee whether or not {if a mele adult) the ap- 
plicant was a soldier, and in the cagsee of women ené children whother 
dependent upon a soldier. Vhen satisfied thet the applicant really 
belonged to the Mexican Yoderal army, he or she was turned over to the 
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United States militery authorities, whiie civilians were disposed of 
as secited expe dient eid proper. , 

During the period. January Sth to the 10th inclusive, it be- 
came apparent that no inconsiderable number of officors rere deserting 
the federal army in J jinege. in one inetance Inspector Gourley after 
hie suspicions had becom. aroused, refused permission to two men dressed 
in citisens clothing to proceed to the interior of the country, being 
gatisfied thet they were both deserting Federal officers. Close ,ues- 
tioning upon his pert finally resulted in a confession from them that 
they were such in fact, the elder admitting that he was Ceneral Mencilla 
and that the younger man wos his fon, Captain Mancilia. These officers 
weré of course im:ediately placed in charge of e military detachment and 
conveyed to the United states military heudquarters. | 

On Januery Sth rumor became persistent that the tebels, reinforced 
now by the dreaded Ville who had since come from Juarez, would again at- 
tack and that the Federals were planning to evacuate Ojinaga and seek 
refuge on American soil. Jur own observations satisfied us that these 
rumors were not without foundation. After supper on the evening of 
January 10th, firing began. inspector Gourley and 1 immediately pro- 
ceeded to the arroyo to assure ourselvos that the refugees thore were 


, t 
in sheltered positions end to warn those found straying on/Plate ahove 


the arroyo to week places of safety. This consumed about an hour per- 
haps, by which time the fire had become too brisk for comfort. fe, 
however, warned evorybody on the flats and then repaired to the Immigra- 
tion tent at the head of the arroyo. in lees than helf an hour the 


retreat from Ojinega of the Mexican Federal army ras on. =1t was 


‘now dark end the bluo flame of exploding shrepnel shells coulé be 


geon every few seconds on the Kexican side. Ve assisted the half- 
dozen sentries on duty in éotainine ond @isearming the edvance bodies 


of fleeing torsemen who were arriving in repidly inoresaing numbers. 


Hundreds of these, unfamilier with the country end eprarently be- 


wildered, rodo in every direction end for e while we did not have 


much time to admire the "fireworks". Our post wes soon rein- 


forced by tho errival of a troop of cavalry which quickly spread out 
over the near-b; roads and trails and rounded up the fleeing Federals. 
Once started in the right direction, the fugitives - under the guidence 
of our soldiers - formed s columm ond the wild flicht became a more or 
less orderly procession toward: the Ynited States militery camp, @ 
couvle of miles distant. All night lone this column marched past 

our tent, five thousand or more weary, éejected couls, o:velry, in- 
fantry, artillery, supply trains, men, yomen, cn¢ children, horees, 
burros, carte, doge, anc chickens. lt wes a vronderful srectecle, 
pathetic beyond vords -- steaéily, solemrmly in the white moonlight, 

the almost silent ranks moved on; not 2 voice wae tecrd in treat column; 


a hush fell over the scene, broken only by the clenk of arme, the muf- 


fled tramp of men and horsee in the ankle-deop dust, the cocasional 


weil of an infant strapped to a fadéle or hugced to ite mother's breast, 
ond even those fer comands given by ovr officers to their troope vere 
uttered in a lowered tone. lt was impressive. A. wild panic-stricken 


rout had become ea pilgrimage. Behind lay strife, hurdships, death and 
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desolation; -- ahead iay refuge, safety and peace; -- but purchased at 
what a price: Did these expatriated troops with their belts heavy with 
ammunition from nany of which not a cartridge had been taken, feel the 
humiliation of it all? Did the brave ones among them - and surely 
there must have been some such - despise their leaders Yor their aban- 


donmtent without ea struggie of a practically impregnable position?--this 


ignowinious retreat to and exile in an eiien lend? ‘\uien seve?” 


They fLoliowed their officers. 


&t sunrise the duct weary straggler had been gathered in. The 
piain surrounding the “‘nited States army camp at 2residio presented a 
wonderful speciacie. 4n elien army, shorn of ali the panoply of war, 
Was preparing its breakiast on american soil. Their cannon were parked; 
their rifies und side arms stacked like cord-wood in huge piles under 
the watchful eyes of their guardians. Hundreds of civilians who had 


followed this army out of Chihuahue, some for safety, others for gain, 


‘Meany women whom the fortunes of war had deprived of their natural pro- 


tectors -- all found their way to the +mmigration Service tent. 

Busy dayc ensued and word finally came that the military refugees would 

be removed to fort 3liss, 11 Peso; thut the march to the railroad, sixty- 
seven miles away, acrose wounteain and plein, would bogin Friday morning; 
that reveille would sound at three o'clock and that the head of the column 


4i1 civilian refugees were urged to present 


themseives for exaiination at as scarly ao date as possivie. -arning was 


repeatedly given that no more inspections would be held after the mili- 
tary departed. The last day was a weary ono, but it came to an end as 
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as all days do. The widows of soldiers and officerc, some bearing 
unmistakable evidences of refinement, came for information, advice, or 
permission to leave. These rere sent to the United States army head- 
quarters. Many were warned not to tarry in that region after the 
departure of the American troops; thet it would be no place for an 
unprotected woman after the restraining presence of our soldiers had 
been removed. One little women of refinement, plainly unused to 
such ordeals, accompanied by 2 retinue of eight male servants, won our 


admiration by reason of her courage and ability. 


The prover disposi - 
tion of her valuable horses, of which she had a number, was causing 


her endless concern. Fer husband, we had good reason to believe, 


was an officer of rank in the Federal army who had eluded the vigilance 
of our soldiers. Yhatever his rank or position, his rife was bravely 
endeavoring to save wheat she could of their p.esessions brought with 
them in the flight from Chihuehua. After this little woman had be- 


i a) a in 


i come convinced of our good intentions, she freely sought our advice and, 
before leaving, confided to ue that sho had a trunk filloé@ with very 


Valuable end highly prized uniforms. She was anxious lest tho same 


f should cause her trouble. She was given proper cedvice. To each of 


her servants she gave $100.00, with careful instructions es to their 


future movements. This eum of money, as I afterwards learned from 


inspector Gourley, was but ae omell part of the funds in her possession. 
She told him that she had thousands of dollars sewn in the linings of 
» the drece she wore; and i have no doubt that her statement was true. 


While this woman gave us much of her confidence, she did not apperently 
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wish to trust us to the extent of accepting inspector Gourley's offer 
to benk her money for her in El Paso. Ye saw the last of this lady 
on the long march to Marfa; - she was in ea bugsy with one of her ser- 
vente; - she recognized as, brightly smiled, and waved a farewell as 
we lifted our hats. 

The march to Marfa started on scheduled time. ve had to part 
with our tent the night before, but ve had grown 80 accustomed to the 
spot where it had been that we decided to stay there until the next 
morning. As a matter of fact, there was no particular choice af- 
forded us. The next morning, after hot coffee, we were roady to 
move. Ye had plarmed to lead the head of the column in order to 
avoid being delayed by blockades, but our automobile man did not show 
up until abdout ten o'clock. Once started, however, we soon over- 
took the column, snd from that point on it was a drive of ten miles 
through the ranks of the refugees, some mounted, some in wagons, but 
the greator majority afoot, carrying burdens of one kind or another. 
Bow and then a hen would cluck a protest from her verch on a burro's 
back. AJlonzg the line of march at intervals of two or three miles, 
in striking contrast with the motley column, would appear ea troop of 
clean-cut, bronzed, athletic United ®tates Negulars. At no time 
during the ride did 1 observe a body of our soldiers without a glow 
of pride and sdmiretion and the thought of the account of themselves 
they would render if ever compelled to cross the river whose banks 
they were now leaving after so many months of weary watching. At 


the very head of the column wes the United States army wagon train, 
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closely followed by Troop M of the Fifteenth Cavalry. st its front, 
borne high aloft by a strapping trooper, like a beacon to the thon- 
sends of refugees toiling up through the sountain trails, gieamed the 
brightest, starriest, and eltogether most beautiful flag it seemed to 
me 1 had ever seen. That troop of fighting men, with that fiag 
proudly waving over their heads, was es inspiring a picture as any 

Il have ever witnessed end one the memory of which will long remain 
with me. | 

As you ere of course aware, tnese five thousand relugees are 
now onculsped in Fort Bliss closely guarded and provided with more real 
comfort then most of them perhaps hav »ver before imown. 

Before closing, 1 wich to invite perticular attention to tlie 
fact, and to emphasize the same if possible, that an unusual situation 
existed at Presidio. All rules of the game wero necessarily sus pend- 
ed. it wes not a question of vhether certain persons should or should 
not be admitted. They were in the United States in thousands. They 
were even here unlawfully, if you like. The laws did not provide for 
such a contingency, and quite naturally so. There was but one thing 
to do and that was -- make the best of a bad situation. Inspectors 
Gourley, Robb, and Suttner were tireless in their devotion to duty,

{ actually materializes he should treat then as applicants for aduission 
‘ in the same manner as would be the case under ordinary circumstances; ad- 
mit those found séniesivic and exclude those found inadnuissible; that in 
the event any of the latter refuse to return to lMiexico, or ars prevented 
so doing by the constitutionalist authorities, he should present all the 
facts and circumstances obtainable in the premises, in dyplicate, to this 
office, holding the excluded aliens neanwhile awaiting the receipt of fur- 
ther advices. The inspector in charge has further baen instructed to in- 
quire into each case with the view to develop fully the cause, or c4uses, 
which may underlie their banishnent, and additionaly, all facts and cir- 
cumstances which may appear to influence the attitude cf those refusing 
to return. 

While the situation at Nogaiee has not as yet reached an acute staco 
and the woverent referred to may not materialize at this tine, it is felt 


the Pureau should be appraised of the general trend of events in that sec- 
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tion of the country controlled by the constitutionalist authorities 
insofar as the sane may effect the adninistration of the inmisration 
laws on this border. If euch metheds as characterize the two epecific 
cases discussed by the inspector in charge at Nogales are persisted in 
by the constitutionalist authorities of Sonora in utter disregard and 
defiance of the rights of this country, it can readily be appreciated 
that most serious, not to say difficult, situations will be ensendored. 
The Pureau will be further advised in this connection should the 
authorities of Nogales, Sonora, Mexico, carry into execution the plans 


for the forcible deportation cf the 117 Mexican citizens referred to.

All else failing, it is suggest- 
ed that the State Department might arrange to send then to some other point 


along the border where the Mexican opernnes will accept them.

Inspector in Charrce, J.E.Trout, estes duly sworn, testifies: 


Watchman Didieu called me up yesterday forenoon and told me that 
the Syrians who are being held in detention for the Consul, as refugees, 
from Mexico, had become unruly and threatened to break out of the 
detention quarters. They had threatened to break out before but yes- 
terday they said they were going to carry out their intention. When 
I arrived there they were mad and unruly and were talking loud and 
—— their intention of rushing over the Guard when the door was 

pened. I notified the Counsul and he came over and tried to pacify 
them but couhd not do anything. He asked me to call a policeman, which 
I did and Policeman Me&dez came. The Counsul tried to pacify them 
again but could not do anything with them. Saleem Abraheem was in 
such a rage he tore his shirt. The Consul suggested we take out the 
men we had to take to dinner and when the door was opened they all 
meade a rush, headed by these three men. iie had considerable dif fi- 
culty in preventing their escape and after sane suuffle we got them 
all back and had these three arrested for distmnmbing the peace.

Then I sew this man (Ref.Saleem Abraheem) tearing his shirt like 
mad. I called Interpreter Coury and he takked with them and told me 
"Yes they were going to break out". Then I called Lir.Trout and when 
he arrived he called the American Consul who tried to pacify them 
and talked to them, but they would not listen. He asked that a 
Policeman be called and when he came I said "Consul, I must tale 
the men to dinner" and he said to take then out- so when I opened 
the door to take them out these Syrians mace a rush end tried to 
set avay; but after a scuffle we finally got them back. These three 
men were the foremost in the rush. 


Mayor to Defendants: (Above statement being interpreteé to them)

Insvector Haynes, being sworn, testifies as follows: 


Yesterday ,the 27th, about 10 o'clock, I think it was, one of the 
Syrians , who speaks Spanish, sais that when we opened the door. they 
were going to brek out. They were not goins to stay there any long- 
er. We called the Consul and he tried to pacify them, but they 
Only got worse. They were mad and escited and tekked a lot in Syrian 
which I could not understand- but two of them wm talk Mexican- and 
one of them said he would break my head and the other said he would 
cut my throet and meade signs to that effect and I suppose that.is 
what he meant. Finally when the door was opened to take out the 
aliens to dinner they mde a rush to get out and we had to use 
force to put them back? Meantime we had sent for a policeman and 
after the rush we hed these three leaders taken to jail.

tle fellow (ref.Saleem Abraheem) threatening me end everybody else 
and sais that they had been reguler prigoners ever since they had 
been there. These peovle threatened to break out when they opened 
the doors and I advised then to send for a Policeman and after they 
hed sent for a policeman and opened the door, sure enough, they did 
break out. These three men were the most vicious of the lot, the 
little fellow tore his shirt and made a lot of fuss. They don't 
seem to understend that we are trying to be good to them and they 
seem to think that the Immigration officers have it in for them. 
They have been very rough.

(Inspector Robert A.Haynes, duly sworn, states as follows: 


My story is the same as that of the Consul- they threatened to break 
out of detention and we explianed to them that we would have to keep 
them in by force if necessary.

When we opened the @oor they tried to break out and we had to beat 
then back by force. They raised a rough house; they have been do- 
ing so almost a month.

(Watchman Maurice Didieu, duly sworn, states as follows:) 


While on duty guarding these people yesterday moring about 10:00 
o'clock I was called to the window- and this man (Eid Khaleel) who 
speaks Spanieh told me that'at dinner time when you open the door 
we are going to make a rush and get out of here by force’ and I 
told him "Don't you do it'- and he said ‘we are going to do it’. 

I telephoned Mr.Trout and when he came- we got a Policeman and then 
I opened the door anf they tried to rush out. This little fellow 
(Ref .Saleem Abraheem) tore his shirt and made a fuss. They have 
been cursing and raising the mischief there in detention. 


(Interpreter G.S.Coury, duly swornm states as follows: ) 


ae I am the Interpreter and can understanc everything they say better 
than others - when I went down to the Bridge yesterday- they called 
me over and cursed me and told me they were going to try and break 

out and were not going to stay there any more. I told them they had 
better, not- that they had better stay where they were and they said 
they were going to try. When they opened the # door these 3 persons 
were the first that rushed out- five or six of usm were there and we 
stoped them and took these people to jail. I tried toe xplain to them 
that they were only deteined and were not prisoners in jail. 


(Inspector in Charece ,J.E.Trout,duly sworn,states as follows:) 


The Syrians who were being Beld as refugees in the detention quarters 
have been getting unruly for the pst 10 or 15 days. Yesterday Watch-. 
man Didieu on duty at the time had to take 2 Chinamen and a Mexican 

to their dinner- and called me up and told me that the Syrians had 
threatened msxrexybety to overpower him when he opened the door and 

took the others out. I went down and called Consul Garrett in as he 
was ig charge of the Syrians and we are only keeping them until they 
can be returned. I came down and tried to pacify them and told them 
the Consul was doing the best he could for them. One of them , Saleem 
Abreaheem, was very violent and tore his shirt and used some threaten- 
ing language in Syrian. I called up the stetion and asked for a pol- 
iceman to key help keep peace and when the policeman arrived we open- 
ed the door to let the Chinamen and the Mexican out- these men- Eid 
Khaleel, Jurjis Bu Samre and Saleem Abraheem, were in the front- and 
with some difficulty we prevented them from making their escape. We 
askeé the Policeman to arrest them for disturbing the place and bring 
them to court That is all.

There is transmitted herewith a copy of a report received from the Inspect= 
or in Gharge at San Antonio, together with a copy of a reply being addressed to 
the said officer, having reference to the destitute Mexican refucees now 
said to be in San iatenie, Texas. 

The plan outlined and explained to the county commissioners by Inspector 
Pulsford and indorsed by this office seems to be the only course this Service 
can pursue. Conditions similar to those described as existing in San Antonio 
will be found in some of the other cities and towns along this border, and the 
indications are that before the winter is past there will be much destitution 


among not only refugees, but Americans as well, who have been virtually forced 
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to flee from Mexico. 

As previously stated, so far as this Service is concerned, it is endeavor- 
ing to strictly enforce the law in so far as possible, but owing to the length 
of the border, which is necessarily unguarded in innumerable places, it is 
natural that refucees find their way into the United States at remote points 
and eventually drift to the most convenient cities and towns. It is appropriate 
’ to state in this connection that for the past several months comparatively few 


of the laboring classes have been coming to the United States, and a great majority

under ordinary tienen would be a desirable acquisition to the country. 
Most of this class anticipate returning te: “Mexico as soon as conditions will 
asrutt. but as the prospects are not very encouraging, there is no doubt that 
when the funds of such persons become exhausted they will require assistance 
from sone source, as many of them,by reason of their past calling, are unfitted 
to engage in hard manual labor, even if the same were available. Added to this 
number are many alien laborers wio were admitted during the year to seek and 
accept employment in the central West and who were forced out of employment in 
that section of the country ewing to cold weather and have returned to border 
points with the expectation of either proceeding to their homes in Mexico or 
securing employment in the milder climat adjacent to the border, Ordinarily 
this class of alien lsborers, as well as the additional supply wiich may be found 
in the various towns in this district, could secure work as railway track labor- 
ers eon the different lines throughout Texas, New Mexico, Arizona and Southern 
California, but for some reason it appears the railway companies are greatly 
reducing their laboring force, The writer is reliably informed that one line 
which ordinarily would be shipping 1200 laborers per month from El Paso is now 
shipping in the neighborhood of only 100, and it is understood that similar con= 
ditions exist on all other lines. It will be readily appreciated that with such 
an existing state of affairs and the growing uncertainty, apparently, in respect 
ef conditions in Mexico, the situation along, this berder is becoming more critice 
al, and that the problems incident to the enforcement of the imnigration laws will 
undoubtedly grow proportionately mere complex and difficult. 


It is requested that if the Bureau has any suggestions to offer concerfiing

This is to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 13th instant, No. 
1206/36, in which is embodied the result of a conference had by you with the 
county endaissioners of Bexar County with reference to the presence in San 
Antonio of a large nunber of refusees from Mexico who are now said to be public 
charges. | 

The state:ent made by you to the county officials concerning the applica- 
tion of the imnigration laws is entirely correct, and you may again advise the 
commissioners, if necessary, that this Service will take steps to deport such 
Gliens as aay be found within the United States in violation of law, but it has 
no funds available to maintain aliens who are legally within this country. It 
is suggested that you formally reqiest the comsissioners to cause aliens who ap- 
ply for charity to be tenporarily detained on some pretext wntil you have had an 
opportunity to examine then, and if you find any who heve entered the United 
States without inspection, or who were persons likely to become public charges 
at the time of entry, even though they were rogularly admitted, deportation pro- 
ceedings should be insti tuted. It would seem that this is the most practical 
course to pursue and that it should be possible for the different charity associ- 


ations, particularly those under the control of the city, to report the cases to

You are respectfully detent that this morning by 
appointment, and at the request cf the Mayor and the County 
Judge, -I was present at a meeting of the Commissioner's 
Court of Bexar County, and that thé subject under discussion 
was the presence in San Antonio of a large number of refugees 
from Mexico, many of them women and children, who are public 
charges at the present‘time. The question was put to me as 
to what our Departnent could do to relieve the situation. 

The suggestion was nade that this Department should take charge 
i of the refugees and furnish their maintainance. It was also 
suggested that as Dr. Berry, the County Health Officer, knows 
the conditions pretty thoroughly, that all orders issued by hin 
By for assistance in provisions to refugees should be honored by 
an the Government, and it was added that at the present time the 
y amount being spent by the County for such assistance reaches 

a the sum of from $399 to $499 per month, with a probability that 
it nay be greater in a short time, especially if the weather 
becomes colder. This proposition was made in view of the fact 
that the Government is now takine care of the refugees from 
Ojinaga and other places. The amount paid out by the County is 
entirely apart from the amounts expended by independent Chari- 
ties of the city, and the total amount now being supplied to 
Mexicans from Mexico will probably reach the sum of [19% per 
month. The greater nuxber of those assisted in this manner are 
women and children, but thers are many men applying for help 
who will not accept work when it is offered. Commissioner Cas- 
sin, especially, stated that he ewploys many men and has offer- 
ed employment to men seeking assistance, but that they will not 
accept same, preferring to live on what assistance they can obd- 


tain from charity. 


I explained that the Immigration Law as it applies to per- 
sons who are public charzes in the "nited States and susgested 
that I be furnished with tho names and addresses of those who 
had thue come from ‘Mexico and who are seeking charity from the 
County. I was inforwed that it was impossible to rive this in- 
fornation as the County officials are iecnorant of who have 80 
come from Mexico, they have the names but not the addresses, 
and could giv> no information as to where such persons can be 
found and have no evidence whatever showing that the perscons in- 
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dicated are really refugees from Mexi co. It appears to be simply.a supposition 
on the part of the County Officials that these persons have recently come from 


Mexico, and, in fact, Dr. Berry states that it will be impossible to obtain 


evidence showing def init ely that they have so come.: 

In order to deal with this matter under the immigration law it was’ ex- 
plained to the Comnissioners’® Court, it would be necessary to conduct a searching 
invest igation among those applying for charity, and ascertain whether or not they 
have been legally adnitted to the United States, whether their condition is a 
result of causes existing prior to their entry, and various other facts in each 
individual case; then to apply for a warrant looking toward deportation. As these 
people are scattered through a large and legitinate Mexican population, the dif- 
ficulties in making this exanination would require the presence of more officers 
than are at this station and for a considerable length of time unless the city 
and county could assist in obtaining the evidence necessary. 

The County officials do not appear to be desirous of securing the de- 
portation of these people, but rather that they should be maintained indefinitely 
at the expense of the Government, and upon hearing that the Department of Labor 
has no means legally of seeing after the maintenance of these people, it. was 
suggested that I take the matter up with General Bliss . 

A long explanation was necessary to show that this would not be a proper 
method of procedire, and finally the Mayor and the County Judge, together with 
Dr. Berry decided upon going to see General Bliss personally and bringing the 
matter to his Department for a solution. They intended to go to Fert San 
Houston this af ternoon, 

This report is made for your information, and also for the purpose of re= 
questing instructions in the prenises. Of course any case of illegal entry that 
may be brought to the knowledge of this office will be dealt with, but the 
question is as to the going out to hunt evidence in a great number of cases that 
are acknowledged to be merely suppositional.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of January 13th, and the Secretary of Yar 
has turned over to me the letter written him by you on 
the same date, both communications relating to the large 
- number of indigent Wexicans who have crossed the inter- 
national boundary, taking temporary refuge in Texas, as_ 
the result of the disturbed conditions in Mexico. 

This Department is now keepinz, and has through- 
out the disturbances along the Mexican border kept, in 
close contact with the situation from the point of view 
of the enforcement of the immigration laws. It receives 
almost daily reports from the Supervising Inspector of 
the Immigration Service and is, of course, aware of the 
fact that many Mexioans have been permitted to enter the 
United States temporarily who, under normal conditions, 
would either not have attempted to enter-or would have 
been refused admission. The situation ia bad and the . 


Department is doing the best it oan to meet it in 4 satis- 
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factory manner, having in view, on the one hand, as

efficient an administration of the immigration law 

as possible, anc, on the other, & proper rezard for 


the humane considerations that it is the policy of | 


| the Government to observe. The Department realizes 


also that the unavotuable entry of Mise destitute or 


Nearly destitute persons, for even temporary periods, 


imposes some burden upon local communities, and it would 
be glad indeed if the power rested in it to alleviate. 
this condition. But Congreas hae not provided any 
means of 4 financiai nature either in the appropriation 
for the enforcement of the immicration lay or any 
general appropriation for the conduct of the vusiness 
of this Department. In fact, it is only by sxercising 
the most rigid economy and by watohfulness and dili- 
zenoe that the Department is able to oarry on its routine 
and absolutely necessary affairs. It cannot employ 
enough men properly to guard the internatidnal boundaries, 
much less to feed aliens whom the exigencies of a peculiar 
situation makes it necessary 25 a matter of common 
humanity to furnish refuge for. 

Of course, if Congress wishes to furnish the 
necessary means for the purpose you have in view, this 
Department will be more than glad to aid in the proper 


use of those means for the alleviation of the conditions

Dr. G. H. Candlin, the county physician, was selected at the conference 
to render this service, and of course he at the same time assures himself of the 
alien's good health before passing him, This inspection occurs systematically 
at stated periods of the day, so as not to interfere with his other duties. The 
situation from a sanitary standpoint is fairly good, and the health of the com 
munity is being safezuarded as thoroughly as is possible in the unusual cir-

Referring to previous correspondence with reference to the revolutionary 
situation at Ojinaga, opposite Presidio, Texas, it is desired to state that on 
the 29th ultimo the. Constitutionalist forces attacked the Federal army at that 
time located in Ojinaga, and since that date an almost continual battle has been 
in elaiied Unconfirmed reports are that the loss of life on both sides has 
been very iain It became necessary to detail an officer to proceed to Pre=- 


sidio, and Inspector Robb reached that point on December 3lst and found that a 


‘great many Mexican refugees had fled to the American side for protection. Prac- 


tically none of them, however, has any intention or desire to proceed to the in=- 
terior of the United States, and owing to the obvious danger to their lives there 
is nothing else to do but permit them to remain on American territory until the 
battle has been sted. | 
As Inspector Robb reported that our military could render him but little 

assistance owing to the fact that the available forces were occupied in looking 
after Mexican soldiers who were fleeing to the American side, and as he reported 
that a case of smallpox had developed it was deemed necessary to send additional 


inspectors to Presidio; therefore on the 3rd instant Inspectors Harris and

Gourley were instructed to proceed to that hale. Inspector Harris reports 
under yesterday's date that the battle of Ojinaga continues, though the rebels 
appear to have been pieehoads that there are about two thousand refugees in 
and about the town of Presidio, mainly women camp followers and children of 

the Federal forces; that practically all are in a "concentration" camp and very 
few attempt to leave town; that seventy thousand dollars have been distributed 
among the Federal troops and that the ‘women and children attached to the Federal 
army were being permitted to come and go across the river to secure the money 
and to purchase necessary suvplies; that there were two cases of smallpox, but 
the Red Cross and Army were cooperating with him very satisfactorily and he ex- 
pected to have a conference with all officials concerned today with the view of 
carrying out tentative plans which he had already submitted to control the 


situation; that the outlook was very encouraging, but there were no immediate 


- prospects of cessation of hostilities. 


This office will continue to keep in close touch with the situation, and it 
is believed will be able to cause practically all of the refugees to return to 


Mexico as soon as conditions in Ojinaga will permit.

made of him by Japanese alien Hidekichi Tsuchiya. 


I then called up the said Japanese, adn was informed by him that he 


had never made such a request from Beekler or any one else; that he, nor the 

é Japanese now in the vicinity of Mexicali, Mexico, did not desire the privilege 
of entering the United States at the present time, and that there were not 

to his knowledge any Japanese in Mexicali, Mexico, who has a domicile to re- 
side in the United States; that there were onjy seven women and ten or eleven

, transit, and passed out ot the country at this port; that he thoroughly under- 
stood that if trouble should occur in Mexicali, Mexico, that he would be in-

Should it become necessary to allow aliens in the vicinity of

Referring to Bureau telegram of the twenty-eighth instant, 
concerning strike at Tucson caused by foreign laborers from Cananea, and 
supplementing data telerraphed to the Bureau in reply thereto the same day, 
there is enclosed herewith copy of report addressed to this office, under date 
of the 28th instant, by the Inspector In Charge at Tucson, the contents of 
which are fully self-explanatory. It will be observed that the officer in 
charge at Tucson was closely in touch with the situation and co-operating with 
the Mayor and Chief of Police to the fullest extent of his authcrity in the 
premises; further that investigations are quietly under way at the present 
time with a view to the institution of deportation proceedings in the cases 
of those aliens helonging to the excluded classes subject to deportation 
under our laws. It would seem, however, that the wost acute stage of the 
situation has been passed and that no difficulty of a serious nature is like- 


ly to occur.

Ae near as I can ascertain, the strike referred to was 
caueed by the contractors reducing the wages of Mexican labor- 
ere engaged in building etreete in this city. The Mexican 
laborers (citizene and aliens) thereupon went on etrike, and 
endeavored to prevent other laborers taking their places. 
Their efforts extended to threate of violence and the holding 
of meetings at which inflammatory talke were made. Upon in-

The mayor and chief of police con- 
ferred with thie office, and etated that they feared rioting 
and destruction of property, and asked if the Immigration Suz- 
vice could not arrest and deport the setrikere. The mayor 
and chief of police were informed as to the provisions of the 
Immigration laws, and it was suggested that they report to 
thie offios the names of such agitatore and trouble-makers aa, 
according to their information, weresubdject to deportation. It 
was further suggested that the oases of any aliens arrested 
for violating local laws be oalled to the attention of this 
office, which would take appropriate stense to ascertain wheth- 
er euch persons were subject to deport tion.

At one time local conditions gave promise 
of rioting and violence, but at no tine did the situation 
authorize wholeeale and indiscriminate arrests by officera of 
thie Service.  Fith the cooperation of the local authorities 
our inveetigations ere goine quietly forward, with a view to 
the institution of deportation proceedinge in the cases of 
those aliens belonging to the excluded classes and subject to 
Geportation under our laws. 

Mr. Bernard aseures me today thet his telegram to Sen- 
ator Srith wae with a view to seoure for local Immigration of- 
ficere creater latitude thin the Department's regulations at 
present authorize. Mr. Bernard, in common with the majority 
of intelligent law-abiding Amerioans; wee under the impression 
that any and all "uncesiratlie" aliens can be promptly deported

« general situation along the border as a result of the disturbances in Mexico, 
the following general report is submitted: 
BROWNSVILLE. Texas. 

While there is considerable excitement among the populace in Browns- 
ville and requests have been made for more soldiers, the Inspector In Charge 
reports that he called upon the "Constitutionalists" General in Matamoros and 
Was assured that the said officer knew of no circumstances at that time which 


would induce his forces to turn against the United States. Business through 


‘the port of Brownsville is about the same as it has been for the past several 


i 
3 months,~ people go and come and cross and re-cross the river at their conven- 
: ience. 


Under date of the 23d instant the non-combatant residents of Nuevo 
Laredo began coming to the American side and by four o'clock there was a panic, 
which taxed the capacity of the Immigration force to the utmost. Practically 
4 all of the non-combatant aliens had passed inspection by eight o'clock P. M.,- 
those who were inadmissable were either detained at the Immigration building 
or permitted to voluntarily return to Mexico, and all inadmissable Mexican 
aliens finally returned,with the exception of one wealthy wholesale merchant 


who was released to his nephew in Laredo, Texas. The commanding officer in

Nuevo Laredo gave out a statement to the effect that he was going to evacuate 
the town and that Rebel forces to the number of fifteen hundred were within 
about seven miles of Nuevo Laredo, and he advised all residents to seek refuge 
on the American side. On April 24th a number of refugees attempted to return 
to Nuevo Laredo but were not permitted to do so by the Mexican authorities. 
During the same afternoon three train-loads of Mexican Federal troops departed 
from Nuevo Laredo and simultaneously therewith a dynamite bomb was exploded 

in the American Consulate and the town was fired in various places. The work 
of the incendiaries continued until night-fall. All of the principal buildings 
in the City have been burned, and at the time of the report it appeared that 

a greater portion of the residential section had also been destroyed. During 
the afternoon of the 25th instant the "Constitutionalists" Consul in Laredo, 
and other Rebel sympathizers, went to Nuevo Laredo and took charge of the town 
and were endeavoring to establish order. It was expected at that time that 
seven hundred "Constitutionalists” soldiers would occupy the town by the 26th. 
Seventeen Syrian aliens and three Spaniards were given asylum in the detention 
quarters, and they will be permitted to remain there until such time as they 
can return to Nuevo Lael in safety. The details concerning the reported 
firing upon Laredo by the Federal soldiers at the time of their departure from 
Nuevo Laredo, as given out in the press dispatches, have not bese recéived., On 
the 25th instant the Inspector yn Charge reported tle t everything was quiet on 


both sides of the river.

The situation in San Antonio seems to be about normal, although rumors

that the sentiment on the Mexican side of the river seems to be one of approval 
of General Huerta's course, and- some speoches were made which seem to have been 
of a rather dignified nature, but as might have been expected some of the lower 
Classes gave expression to some-what insulting epithets against Americans. It 
appears from reports received by the Eagle Pass office that the Federal forces ,who 
were evacuating Piedras Negras, joined the"Constitutionalists" at a point about 
thirty miles south of Eagle Pass on the 25th instant. On that date absolute 
quiet prevailed in Piedras Negras and some seublance of order was being restoreds 
Last night this office received a telegram from Eagle Pass to the effect that 
the "Constitutionalists" were expected to arrive in Piedras Negras during the 
night or to-day, and naturally a rush of aliens was anticipated,- stating fur

Telegraphic advices have just been re- 
r ceived that the Mayor of Eagle Pass has taken it upon himself to close the 
| bridges-by what authority it is not known. The"Constitutionalists" had not 
arrived at ten A. N., but were expected hourly. Inspector Soult expressed 
the view that it was not believed that the rush of aliens would be a large 
one. The situation at Eagle Pass seems to be well in hand, and the office at 
that point has instructions to keep this office fully advised. Unless the 
local ‘Authorities at that point bring about complications it is not ane 
that any difficulties will be experienced in handling the situation.

committee has been organized among the officers and other citizens of Tucson, 
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It is reported, however, that the situation ssems to be well in hand, and ser- 
ious local disturbances are not anticipated.) 


Special coument does not appear necessary on any of the other ports 


of the horder, While there is more or less uneasiness at the various points, 
conditions seem to be gradually returning to normal and the "Constitutionalists" 
seem to be disposed to prevent strife and friction. It may be neadeaeiate to 
state that all officers in this Service understand that alien-refugees of all 
nationalities are to be given such consideration as may be possible, consistent, 
with the enforcement of the law, and any cases requiring special attention 

shall be promptly reported to this office for such action as the facts and 


circumstances may require. 
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A great number of Americans have arrived at El Paso during the past

few days, and the writer has discussed with a number of them the general sit- 
uation in Mexico below this point. It seems to be the consensus of opinion at 


the present time that the "Constitutionalists" are exerting every effort to 
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avoid complications with this country, but much doubt is expressed as to wheth- 
er the cooler heads will be able to control the large number of ignorant and 
irresponsible persons who comprise the eventos portion of the population. The 
tension among the residents of El Paso has been gre“tly relieved in the past

While other departments of the government directly concerned will 
undoubtedly be advised of the seneral situation ulonr the tiexican border as a 
result of the more or less strained relations which have arisen hetween this 
country and iiexico lately, it is felt that the "rreau will be interested to 
receive reports from time to time from this office covering the situation. 
Such reports will be submitted at intervais in a formal manner, and while 
the same will undoubtedly contain no information of particular value in ade 
dition to that contained in telegraphic dispatches from other sources, they 
may, owing to the lies: ond it may be said, oftentimes superior ad- 
vantazes possessed by officers of this service in gathering information, 
prove valuable, if only in 4 senbivatery sense. However, should a situs 
tion arise on the border which, in the judgment of this office, would render 
such course advisuble, the Bureau will be corganicated with by telegrayh. 

In this connection it is desired to sav that the situation «et 
Eagle Pass, Texas, in respect of the recent exodus from Piedras Nerras, of 
refugees, is about normal, the movement having on the twenty-third instant 
entirely subsided. It is reported thut rovernnent is beinr re-cstublished 
in Piedras Nezras, and the return movement of refugees to that city already 
under way. No lMiexican troops of any kind are known to be close to Piedras 
Nesras. No disorders have been reported, and no violence is known to have 
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occurred to Americans. [br Cr Beh — 
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‘The Los Angeles office advises that on the 22rd instant the 
officer comaanding the United rer pe military forces at Tia Juana, served 
notice that no person would de allowed to intec tha United States from 
Mexico.

Cidently express themselves as unfavorable to the attitude of 
the United States, but no general meeting of Mexicans has taken 
place in this city for the purpose of expressing their views or 
voicing their sentiments. The police department of this city, 
in view of certain rumors that agitators of Mexican nationality 
would address their peorle on the plaza in this city on Sunday 
the 26th instant, took precautionary steps to disperse any 
gathering at that point, and during the day approximately four 
hundred police and deputies of the country authorities were in 
readiness to take strenuous action. It appears that there are 
two factions in the city of Los Angeles, to wit; those sympa- 
thig Ng with the Constitutionaliste, and those with Huerta,

Referring to my letter of the fourteenth instant with ref- 
erence to the Spanish aliens whoarrived at this port after having been expell- 
ed from Mexico by the "Constitutionalist” authorities, it is desired to say tha 
through the courtesy of an agent of one of the railway lines it has been ascer- 
utes’ that 275 of the 472 who were admitted purchased tickets to leave the 
United States via Eagle Pass and Galveston, Temzms, and New Orleans, Louisana,- 
the destination of the majority being Vera Crus, Mexico, and the remainder goe 
ing to Cuba and Spain; 42 others purchased transportation for different parts 
of the United States over the same road. It will be seen, therefore, that a 
greater majority of such aliens are leaving El Paso. No advices have been rew 
ceived from other railroad agents, but it is presumed that some of the aliens 


have left El Paso over other railroad lines.

It should be stated that these aliens were, upon exanination, 
found to béof very superior order of intelligence, and as indicated above 
possessed generally of ample funds. Four of the refugees were found to be 
nembers of the excluded classes, two of whom were certified as having physi- 
cal disabilities affecting their ability to earn a living,- these, however, 
were released into the care of a representative of the local Spanish colony 
and the Spanish Consular representative, with the understanding that the two 
aliens would depart from this country as soon as satisfactory arrangements 
could be perfected; it being further understood and agreed that this office 
would be notified of the tine of such departure in order that it wight safe- 
guard the same. The other two aliens (one of whom was certified as affligted »)

ted to proceed in transit through the United States to Mexico via Eagle |

which exit this office is advised was accomplished on the eleventh instant. 

This office discussed with some of the aliens the causes which 
led to their tanishment from Mexico, and the reasons therefor appear to 
be the same in all material respecte as those which existed in the casss 
of the Spanish refugees who were expelled from Chihuahua in December of last 
yoar. In discussing the plans of these aliens for the future with a rep- 
resentative of the local Spanish colony and a representative of the Spanish 
Consular Service, the writer was advised that it was intended to send prac- 
tically all of the refugees out of the aie. some to Spain, some to 
Cuba and others to Vera Cruz, Mexico. In the cases of those aliens having 
insufficient means to defray transportation, a fund has been established 
which will be drawn upon to meet such expenses. This procedure was follow- 
ed in the cases of the Spanish refugees who entered December last, and it 
appeare from the best information obtainable that of the said aliens 
are now residing in the United States. 

It is trusted, in view of the unusual circunstances, that the 
action of this office in disposing of the cases of the four aliens, mentioneg 
in the manner described will meet with the approval of the Bureau.

Referring further to letter of this office of the 25th ultimo 
under above number, vith reference to information received to the effect 
that the constitutionalist authorities contemplated deporting through 
Nogales, Arizona, to the United States a number of Mexican citizens wiose 
presence in Mexico is objectionable, it is desired to state that seven 
of such persons have been "deported", and transcripts of the statements 
secured from them are herewith enclosed as it is believed the same will be 
of interest to the Bureau as showing the arbitrary action that those au=- 
thorities will take and are taking to banish from that country persons 
whom they may consider for one vennin or another, undesirable. So ter,\ 
the aliens who have been "deported" have been admissible; but it is readily 


discerned that such a procedure is fraught with complications. However, 


this service will handle such cases in the manner outlined in the letter 


above referred to. 


i The inspector in charge at Nogales states that he is advised 
| ; that several hundred aliens will be "deported" from many of the towns 
‘ throughout the state of Sonora. To say the least, such proceeding is 
‘S very arbitrary, and it is difficult to conceive the object sought to be 


accomplished. Obviously, the aliens being “deported”, if they were entaco- 


nistic to the present authorities in that portion of 'fexico, will hecome 


moreso when given their liberty in the United States, end it is reasonable

eral, Southern Department, and the Commanding General, Western Department, 
to turn over at Piedras Negras all those Mexican soldiers below the grade 
of lieutenant held by us west of Eagle Pags, and to turn over those below 
the grade of lieutenant held by us east of Eagle Pass at the nearest point 
on the frontier. It is my understanding of these instructions that these

The internes will undoubtedly divide themselves into two chasses: 
those who wish to remain in the United States, and those who wish to return 
to Mexico. Of the first class, there will be a proportion who will, with- 
out reference to prospects of employment, be immediately admissible. There 


will be those whose admissibility, however, will be contingent upon their 


ability to promptly secure employment. From casual inquiry it is learned 


that the Santa Fe Railway Company (main lines) requiresa large number of 
track laborers, and it is probable that this class can in the main secure 
immediate employment. Concerning those remaining, however, found excluda- 
ble, together with those desiring to voluntarily return to their native 
country , the question of transportation and guarding to Fl Paso (the near- 
ost point on the Border to Fort Wingate) arises. While tt is possible 
that some of those who will wish to return to Mexico will have sufficient 
funds to defray their expenses, doubtless 4 greater proportion will be 
without means to accomplish their purpose. Before undertaking to dis- 
pose of these aliens, definite arrangements should be made concerning 
transportation and guarding, and this office would’ request advices as to 
whether our Department can and will authorize such expenses, or whether 
the same will be met by either or both of the other departments interested

I arrived from England on the “Olympic” yesterday and 
find file of correspondence from your Department, the latest 
communication being your favor of the lst. inst.; all relative 
to the fourteen Chinese at New Orleans and the five at Galveston. 


Information awaiting me regarding Mexican conditions 
indicates that as far as this Company is concermed it is not 
justified in attempting to resume operations on its oil fields, 
and that other companies have not resumed operations up to the 
present time, tut are only maintaining production, and as far as 
possible protecting their properties. 


With one or o exceptions the Chinese at New Orleans 
were not employees of |} Company, but were sent out by me as 
Consular Agent of Tuxpam under instructions from the Secretary 
of State. The five at Galveston were employees of this Company, 
and accompanied me when I left Tuxpam. I am at a loss to suggest 
what had better be done with these men. They might be returned 
| to Tampico or Veracruz, but the chances of their finding employ- 
{ ment when they reach there is very slight. We would be willing 
to pay the expenses of those at Galveston for another month at 

y least, but your letters indicate that the Chinese are becoming

restless and want to leave. While my office has written them in 
\ my absence asking what they want to do, no reply has yet been 
i\\ \' weceived. I will endeavor to see New York representatives of 
other 011 companies operating in Tampico with the idea of securing 
employment for the men at New Orleans, and will communicate to 
you, as well as to them, the results. Meanwhile, I would greatly 
appreciate an indication from you as to what disposition can be 
meade of the Chinamen.

the transit privilege in behalf of this particular Chinese be renewed, in 
Order that the said Chinese may remain in this vicinity until about the 
middle of July. 

The Madera Comrany has had some telecraphic correspondence . 
with its attorney in Washincton, and it is understood that representations 
have been made to the Bureau concerning this case. The matter has been fully 
discussed with the writer and it appears reasonably certain that the Chinaman 


named has accumulated considerable money since his residence in Nadera, and 


that he owns consideratle property in that locality. It appears that for 


several years he has supplied farm products to The Madera Company, and for

| If consistent with the policy of your Department we would 
like to arrange to keep Wah Kee in the United States until we can arrange 
to send our Americans back to Madera, which will not be leter than the mid- 
dle of July. 

This Chinaman has charge of our farmine interest in Madera, 
and uitove about fifty other Chinamen there. He has considerable property, 
stock, etc., and is considered lecitimate prey by the various bandits operat- 
ing in that vicinity. Their method of janine WahKee is by capturing his 
men and holding them for ransom, but as the Constitutionalists now appear 
to be making an honest effort to clean up the territory around Madera, we 
believe that conditions will be much ‘improved by the middle of July. 

WahKee is self-sustaining and will visit his brother until such 
time as he is required to return.

T heave the honor to inform vou that the Chinese Consuls 


in the United Stetes, who ere to cere for the Chinese refugees 


from Mexico, have asked me to define their duties end respons- 


ibilities in this regard. 


I understand from the verious interviews which I have hed 


the pleasure of having with you, thet during the present dis- 


turbed conditions in ‘lexi cdfjyt he lew releting to the edmission 


of Chinese into the United States may be so relaxed es to allow 


ell Chinese refugees from thet country to enter the United 


States on perole on condition that they return to Mexico when 


conditions become normel; “and thet while they ere in this coun- 


try they are under the custody of the nearest Chinese Consul. The 


duty of the Consul,therefore,is practically to insure their 


return to ‘lexico.

vail in Mexico Chinese refugees from that country are to be admitted 
into the United States on parole and committed to the costody of the 
nearest Chinese Consul, * 

This Department's records do not show the existence of an 
understending of the kind described, So far it has been possible 
to dispose of the cases of Chinese refugeeing from Mexico in such a 
way as to avoid undue hardship as well as all possibility of danger 
to life, without removing the Chinese any graat distance from the Mexicm 
border or allowing them to proceed to the interior of the United States; 
and the Department doubts the wisdom (although not, of course, ques- 


sme 


tioning the willingness of the Chinese Consul at New York to be ans- 
werable for the sixteen Chinese refugees now detained at New Orleans) 
of permitting these Chinese to proceed to o point distant from the 
Place to which they refugeed when brought out of Mexico on the U, 6, 
collier *Jason," especially as two of the Chinese are afflicted with 
trachoma, a dangerous contagious disease, the spread of which within 
the United States could hardly be prevented by any precautions that 
might be adopted by the Consul or others, 80 far as this Department 
is aware, there is now no especial reason why the Chinese should not 
return to their former places of abode in Mexico; but, if they prefer 
to (or the Chinese Government prefers to have thom)remain in the 
immigration station at Hew Orleans, where, no doubt, they are perfect- 
ly comfortable, and they or their Government are willing to pay the 
expense incident to their detention, accrued and to accrue, the 
Department has no objection to contiming the present arrangement.

Fukutaro 
Tarasawa, a Japonsse resident of Piedras Negras, who is looked upon as the hea 
of the Japanese colony in that place; who has been admitted at this port; who 
frequently visits Eagle Pass; has been used as an emergency.interpreteor by t1.8 
Service, and who is our best source of information concernine Japanese uatters, 
I found that Mr. Tarasawa was cut cf town, having gone to San Carics, Mexico, 
and was not expected back for a fow days. I left werd at his place of busi- 
ness that I wishet to see hin uroen hie return. 


From inguiry cf the Anerican Constl of Piedras “erras ant. fron Por- 
sonal observation and cther inguiries, &t does hot appear that there is any 
411 will. existing toward the Japanese residents of Piedras “ssras on the part 
of the authorities in control. I saw weyers Japaness coins ahout their usual 
vocations, among those whe have a store or billiard hall, etc. Upon inquiry 
of one, Okuno, a local Japaness of Picdrae "5 cras, whic I have knewn for somo- 
time, I was told that the Japanese were net useting with any mistreatment in 
Piedras Negras. In answer-to a question on my part ho stated thet noen of 
their party were in prison at that time. %kuno did say that seme of the 
Japanese had zone to Nava, about the third station cut of Piedras Nerras, to 
work, and that he had heard that they were not wanted at that place, »ut he 5a.b 
that feresawa would see about that of his return. I learned from Mr. Torasaw 
at the time of the expected arrival of the Conethtutionalists, that thore 
existed at that tine some uneasiness aumonz the Japanese, and at that tine he 
was told tc keep in tough with his people and in touch with this Service. I 
know that at that tine Terasawa sent some telecraus to hie peopls a* Washington. 
We have told Terasawa from time tc time to keep in touch with his people, and 
thatbin the event of any real danger to them, to set them all together and re- 
port te us. . I amadvised by the Ausrican Consul “at Piedras Werran. that at 
the present time the authorities: in Piedras Nerras appsar to ba friendly te 
all foreicner, even the Spaniards.

Referring to the Syrian situation at this port, you are advised 
that on the morning of the 9th instant A. F. Darroge, of San Antonio, Texas, 
who is under indictment for criminal libel againt interpreter Coury, a rrived 
in Laredo and shortly thereafter went to Nuevo Laredo, Mexicc, remained there 
about an hour and a half, Soon after he returned to the American side, two 
of the Syrian women, Watfd Azar Mansour and Susan Attallah, appeared at the 
detention quarters and stated that the Constitutionalists soljiers had threat- 
ened them with assault and were indecently exposing their persons @en+eseked per- 
sone and asked permission to remain in the quarters with their children for pro- 
tection. Not being able to investiage the matter at once, I told them that 
theywould be permitted to remain until an investigation could be made. Since 
that time t have interviewed Vice-Consul Shelby Theriot, the Consul Dr. Garret 
being confined to his room in the Shelby House in this City, who tells me that 
four days ago Youssef El Ashi asked hin to go with him to see Major Soto, tell- 
ing Theriot that the soldiers were molesting them at night by knocking on their 
doors, am that the soldiers had made an indecent proposal to some of the Syrian 
women. Theriot did not go with him, but fl Ashi went and returned, telling There 
iot that the Major had said for him (Fl Ashi) to catch any soldier that abused 
or insulted them and that he would have them severely punished. Theriot had not 
confirmed Fl Ashi;s report or attempted to do so. Melchaides Garcia, the Consti- 
tutionalists Consul in this City states that the report is untrue and that every 


precaution is being taken to protect all foreigners as well as the Mexican non- 


combatanté and the people are being encouraged to return to Nuevo Laredo instead 


of being forced out. Emeterio Flores, a prominent Constitutionalists sympathi- 
zer in this City, says that some of the soldiers may have made advances to the 
women but that it was stopped at that and that they would be given every protec- 
tion and be protected against these unpleasant advances. Not wishing to go t6 
Nuevo Laredo myself I asked Esteven Fierros, an American citizen and an intimate 


friend of Major Soto, to learn if possible whether these women had beon assault- 


ed or threatened. Mr. Fierros reported to me to-day that he had talked with 


Major Soto and that Soto told him that he would investigate the natter fully 

and inform him (Fierros) regarding the facte in the case; that yesterday evening 
Sote told him that he had investigated and had found that some of his mer had 
"been to see one of the Cyrian girls" and that others learning of this had nade 
advances, were repulsed and that the matter stopped there. This uorning the women 
who are in the detention quarters told interpreter Coury that if they were to be 
detained for any length oftime they had rather return to Mexico. I have been- 
believed from the first tmt the story had been invented by Darocge, or that 
some incident had been magnified for the purpose of securing admission into the 
United States of these people who have repeatedly been found inadmissible by the 
Secretary upon appeal, and the statement of these women to interpreter Coury 
certainly indgcates that they do not consider that they are in any very great 
danger in Nuevo Laredo, 

I have not sent these women back to Nueve Laredo but am allowing them 
to remain in the quarters, not because I believe that theyywould be in any real 
danger in said city at this time if they properly conducted themselves, bur on 
account of the adverse criticism to which this Service might be subjected iccal- 
ly in the event they were returned against their will; however, if you think beet 


to return them, I will do so at once. The namee of those now in the quarters 


are Susan Attallah and four children, Watfi Azar Mansour and two daughters and 


Sain Chosen. : * 

" I am of the opinion that disturbances of a revolutionary nature are 
practically past in this section of Mexico, the Constitutionalists hold all the 
country as far south as Saltillo, Victorio, east to the Gulf and the Coast to 
Tampico. It is evident that the Senstdtksemithate must win shortly or that 
the United States willinvade Mexico. If the former, conditions will rapidly 
continue to become normal; if the latter our troops will ro dat occas Nuevo 


Laredo without opposition and foreigners wil be as safe in that City as in the 
United States.

China and has abogrd some two hundred. and sixty-eight Chinese, destined to Man- 


zanillo; upon her giving refuge to the Americans and others, the Mexican author- 
ities ordersd the vessel to leave port not psrmitting the landing of the Chinese. 
In addition to this number eightsen Chinese were taken aboard at Manzanillo. 

Mr. Richard Stadden, American Consul at Manzanillo, signed an agreement with 
Woo Kum Chuck,agent of the steamship company referred to, and with Captain © 
Davidson of the "Marie", in substance that the United States Government would 
be responsible for any fines that might be assessed acainst the vessel for any 
Chinese who might escape from the "varie" while in theharbor of San Diego. Im- 
metiately upon her arrival Mr. Stadden caused nine guards to be placed aboard 
the "Marie"; said vessel takine anchorage in mid-streamin order to prevent any 
Chinese leaving her. The San Diego office reports that Mr. Stadden oxpressed 
the opinion that the action of the agent and the captain of the "Marie" probably 
resulted in saving the lives of the refugees mentioned, and further reports that 
it believes it will be very difficult for any of the Chinese to escape, 1s the

The Inspector ;n Charge at Naco, aie under date of the 6th in- 
stant, reports everything quiet at that point; that the only change in the 
situation in that vicinity is, that due to the announced intention of the Can- 
anea Consolidated Copper Company to re-open its plant in Cananea, Sonora, A 
large party of Americans on the morning of the 6th instant proceeded to Cananea 
through the port of Naco, Arizona, with the intention of resuming their employ- 
ment. It is presumed that satisfactory assurances of protection were offered 
by the "Constitutionalists" authorities at Cananea. 

Six Chinese refugees held in detention returned to Tia Juana, Mexico, 
on the 4th instant. It is reported that the Nexican of ficials at Tia Juana 


p&rposedopening that port to foreigners on the 5th instant. It is not known, 


however, at this writing whether such action was actually taken. Conditions at 
@ Tia Juana are reported as weing very much less strained than at any time for 
the past ten days. 

The Inspector In Charge at Nogales states that not the least oxcitement 
dy er trouble of any kind exists in the vicinity of his station; that Americans in 
Nogales, Sonore, and Mexicans in Nogales, Arizona, are accorded the same treat- 
a ment as they have always received,- the only difference being that the Mexicans 
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$s in Nogales, Arizona, are noticeably more polite than usual, probably this is

It is desired to advise the Bureau that the excitement and ‘tension 
which reazhee a climax on or about the c4th ultinc, have steadily subsided 
until at the present writing conditions along the border are virtually nor- 
mal. <A marked change in sentiment, particularly among the. "Constitutionalists” 
and the adherents of the ashe they represent, is reported froz practically 
every station in the Tistrict along the border. Refugees are rapidly return- 
ing to the neighboring towns in Mexico, and assurances of protection and good 
will are generally held out to Americans by the "Constitutionalists" element. 
Some little feeling has been apparently engendered by the restoretion of the 
embarzo on arms and amunition, but even this feeling is not sericus nor like- 
ly to prove at all permanent. The"Constitutionalists" forces are now virtually 
in control of all the cities and towns on the Mexican side of the international 
line as far West as California, and it seems to be their general aim and desire 
at the present time to establish law and order and to afford protection tc all 
persons engaged upon peaceful missions. The siéutie of mines and allied lines 
ef business due to the with-drawal of Americans is causing a difficult and it 
might be said rather serious situation, as the Northern tier of Mexican states, 
and especially Sonoro, have depended largely upon revenue derived from such 
sources, consequently every effort is being made by the "Constitutionalists" 


authorities to encourage the return of Americans; such efforts are meeting with 
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fair success. The sentiment generally expressed by the "Constituticraliste" is, 
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as above indicated, one of friendliness toward the 'nited States, their position 


being generally that the occupation of Vera Cruz is a matter with which they 


have nothing to do, and that they do not purpose being diverted from the accom- 


plishment of the objects for which they have been so long fighting. Just how 


deep seated or sincere this sentiment may be is of course difficult to determine, 


but as time passes without the development of any clashes or untoward events on 


the border, the danger of serious disturbances becomes wore and more remote. 


Any developments of particular importance or interest will be of course 


reported to the Bureau.
